Twenty  years 
later,  at  a  time  when  such  actual 
events  as  government  spying  and 
subway  attacks  parallel  illustrated 
fantasy,  a  film  adaptation  has 
been  made  by  the  only  two  men 
who  might  do  the  source  material 
justice:  creators  of  The  Matrix,  the 
Wachowski  brothers.

When  he 
recorded  Common's  album,  he  had  me  scratch  on 
two  songs,  That  crystallized  something.  On  Late 
Registration,  I  did  the  scratching  on  ‘Gold  Digger/1 
Every  time  he  performed  it  on  TV,  I  performed  with 
him.  I  really  liked  [performing  on]  MTV’s  The  Life  & 
Rhymes  of ...  Kanye  West.  We  improvised  every¬ 
thing  and  worked  a  bunch  of  songs  on  the  fly.  That 
was  the  kind  of  stuff  I'd  wanted  to  do  with  Kanye 
since  I  started  working  with  him.  Then,  with  GLC's 
project  on  Kanye’s  GOOD  music  label,  1  produced 
a  song  called  '  Chi  State  of  Mind."  I'm  really  stoked, 
being  pretty  new  to  the  production  game,  to  have 
[Kanye]  behind  something  I  did. 

How  do  you  go  about  finding  unique  beats? 

A  lot  of  people  buy  records  on  eBay,  but  I've  never 
done  that,  I  don’t  really  care  about  having  that 
classic  drum  break  Pete  Rock  sampled  on  his  first 
record.  I  just  buy  random  stuff  and  try  to  make 
something  out  of  it. 

Where’s  the  strangest  place  you  go  to  find 
records? 

When  it  comes  to  digging,  there  are  hidden  spots 
that  no  one  wants  to  reveal.  When  I  was  younger, 
hanging  out  with  [Kid]  Koala  in  Montreal,  he  knew 
a  ton  of  unknown  record  stores.  1  remember  him 
once  taking  me  to  the  back  of  a  Laundromat  [to  get 
records]. 

That  was  back  when  you  were  battling 
around  the  world.  When  you  retired  from 
that,  did  you  have  a  plan  In  mind? 

[wanted]  to  tour  and  make  a  record.  I  was  [also] 
getting  more  involved  with  Audio  Research,  the 
label  that  my  brother  originally  founded.  We've  run 
together  for  the  past  couple  years.

One  time  I  had  this  little  gun  that  I  got  out  of  a  25~ 
cent  machine,  and  they  wouldn’t  let  me  fly  with  it,  I 
go,  "Are  you  kidding  me?  Can  I  get  it  back?’"  They 
were  like,  "No,  It  gets  sent  to  the  police  department 
and  destroyed,” 

Did  you  enjoy  working  with  Howard  Benson, 
your  producer  from  Hello  Rockview? 

He  really  pushed  us,  which  is  what  I  think  we 
needed.  When  you're  a  band  for  13  years,  you  start 
to  do  the  same  thing.  It  hasn't  failed  us,  but  it  hasn’t 
pushed  us  over  the  top  where  we're  like  Good 
Charlotte  or  whatever.  It's  good  to  get  an  outside 
opinion  that  everybody  respects.  [Someone  to] 
come  in  and  tell  everybody,  "You  can  do  better.1’ 
Was  that  kind  of  advice  hard  to  take?

When  did  you  first  become  interested  in  horror 
movies? 

I  started  making  movies  when  I  was  1 1  years  old.  The  first 
movie  that  I  made  was  one  where  my  brothers  were 
zombies  and  they  were  eating  each  other. 

How  did  you  pul  off  visual  effects  for  that  one? 

I  d  take  syrup,  mix  it  with  food  dye,  and  pour  it  all  over  their 
stomachs.  Then  I’d  mix  it  up  with  tissue  and  make  them  eat 
it  with  little  bits  of  bacon.  Of  course,  syrup  with  bacon  is 
delicious.  But  they  would  always  get  sick,  so  they  didn't  like 
it.  I  don't  know  if  I  liked  filmmaking  as  much  as  I  liked 
torturing  my  brothers.  In  Missouri  I  would  make  my  brother 
Sean  lay  out  in  the  winter,  in  his  underwear,  as  he  was 
getting  eaten  by  my  other  brother.  I  was  torturing  him  ...  and 
now  I'm  going  to  torture  my  audience. 

And  your  cast! 

I  got  really  lucky  with  this  cast  because  this  was  an 


I  got  really  lucky  with  this  cast  because  this  was  an 
extremely  rigorous  shoot.  We  had  a  tot  of  shooting  in 
Vancouver  at  night,  outdoors,  and  it  would  become  freezing. 
But  they  were  willing  to  do  everything.  They  all  loved  the 
script  and  they  had  a  lot  of  fun  with  it. 

What  was  the  hardest  day  of  shooting? 

We  have  sort  of  a  love  scene  between  [Michael]  Rooker’s 


grand  monster  and  Elizabeth  Banks,  his  wife  [The  monster 
is]  in  his  final  stage,  when  he  has  these  awful  tentacles 
and  pustules  coming  off  of  him.  Mostly,  we  had  to  deal 
with  these  huge  puppeteer  tentacles  where  the  CGI 
ones  were  going  to  go.  Rooker  himself  was  stuck  in  this 
massive  makeup  that  weighed  a  few  hundred  pounds. 

That  day  was  a  nightmare.  It  took  twice  as  long  to  shoot 
as  l  thought  it  would.  Ten  percent  of  the  scene  is  the 
tentacles,  but  that  ten  percent  was  97  percent  of  the  work. 
He  was  pretty  much  in  agony  for  12  straight  hours.  No 
other  actor  could’ve  done  it. 

How  did  you  come  up  with  the  concept  of  Slither ? 

It  came  in  stages.  But  years  ago,  I  was  sitting  at  IHOP  with 
my  brother  Brian — who  is  also  a  writer — and  I  said,  "I 
would  really  like  to  write  a  horror  movie.  A  really  scary  horror 
movie."  I  asked,  “What's  the  scariest  thing  you  can  think 
of?"  The  scariest  thing  /  could  think  of  was  a  slithering 
parasite  inside  a  woman’s  mouth,  and  her  eyes  were  going 
white  as  she  went  into  convulsions.  So,  that  is  in  Slither.  It 
may  be  the  grossest  movie  ever.  We’d  consider  vomit  a 
standing  ovation. 

What  was  the  next  stage  after  you  decided  on  the 
central  image?

I  worked  as  an  orderly  at  a  hospital  in  Tucson,  Arizona, 
and  I  would  be  one  of  the  only  guys  willing  to  work  in 
the  morgue.  There’s  something  very  enlivening  about  being 
around  the  dead.  I  believe  in  the  soul,  and  when  I  see 
a  dead  body,  it  looks  like  a  husk,  as  if  something  has  been 
torn  away  from  it.  I  think  the  same  thing  is  what  gets 
me  excited  about  working,  on  a  gory  movie.  I've  always 
been  frightened  by  the  reanimated  dead.  With  Dawn 
of  the  Dead,  I  saw  the  original  when  I  was  really  young 
and  I  suffered  from  really  awful  zombie  dreams  for 
most  of  my  life  When  I  wrote  Dawn  of  the  Dead,  I  decided 
to  purge  myself  of  them.  I  haven’t  had  those  night¬ 


mares  since  I  wrote  it.  I  gave  them  over  to  some  young 
kid  who  saw  my  Dawn  of  the  Dead  when  he  was 
way  too  young.

How  did  you  get  into  riding 
hills  and  natural  terrain?

It's  such  a  good  idea  that  even  Major  League  Baseball  commissioner  Bud  Selig  might  not  screw  it  up:  The  World  Baseball  Classic,  a 
16-team  world  championship  of  baseball  featuring  professional  players,  launches  this  month.  With  dozens  of  MLB  All-Stars  suiting 
up  for  their  native  countries,  the  WBC  promises  some  of  the  most  tantalizing  matchups  this  side  of  Yankees-Red  Sox. 


Then  again,  Selig  is  Involved.  And  there  are  other  flies  in  the  ointment,  including  the  timing  of  the  event  and  the  risk  of  Injury  it 
brings.  But  executed  the  right  way,  it  could  be  the  best  thing  to  happen  to  baseball  since  Morganna  the  Kissing  Bandit.  Here  are 
nine  Innings  of  answers  to  your  questions  about  baseball's  first  World  Cup: 


1.  What’s  the  4TI? 

•  The  tournament  runs  from  March  3-20.  Games  will  be  held  in  Japan,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  United  States. 

•  Sixteen  teams  will  be  divided  into  four  pools  of  four,  playing  each  team  in  their  group  once  in  the  first  round.  The  top  two  teams  in  each 
pool  will  advance  to  the  second  round. 

In  the  second  round,  the  eight  teams  will  be  divided  into  two  pools  of  four  for  another  round-robin.  The  top  two  teams  from  each  group  in

6.  Will  the  standard  rules  apply? 

Yes,  the  games  will  be  played  under  MLB 
rules,  and  the  designated  hitter  will  be  used. 

There  will  be  strict  limits  on  pitch  counts, 
though,  and  no  position  player  will  be  used 
(or  more  than  five  innings.  The  pitch-count  limit  and 
five-inning  rule  parallel  the  amount  of  playing  time  Ma¬ 
jor  League  players  get  during  spring  training,  which 
be  happening  at  the  same  time  as  the  WBC.

Maybe  a  little  too  much:  Yankees  slugger  Gary  Shef¬ 
field,  for  one,  said  he  didn't  want  to  “jeopardize"  his 
season  by  playing  in  the  WBC.  But  we  agree  with 
Sheffield's  teammate,  pitcher  Al  Leiter,  who  told  ESPN, 
"I  don't  see  why  it's  that  big  a  concern,  Guys  who  are 
going  to  this  [event]  just  have  to  start  ten  days  earlier 
. . .  so  they  get  three  or  four  batting -practice  sessions 
in  before  regular  spring  training.  You  just  get  on  a  little 
bit  of  an  accelerated  program.  That's  all."

9.  Will  the  players  take  it  seriously? 

Early  indications  are  that  they  will.  Obviously,  this 
is  crucial  lo  the  success  of  the  event,  If  everything 
goes  as  planned,  the  WBC  will  improve  every 
year.  Whether  or  not  it  will  blossom  into  a  bona  fide 
world  championship— which,  truth  be  told,  is  more 
than  you  can  say  for  the  “World  Series” — remains 
lo  be  seen.

[Laughs]  That’s  not  a  bad  idea, 
actually!  But  seriously— even  if 
David  personally  didn’t  like  you. 
but  your  character  was  right  for 
the  show,  you  would  still  stick 
around.  But  by  the  same  token, 
even  if  he  loves  you  personally, 
but  your  character  needs  to  go 
.  your  character  is  going  to 
go.  Listen,  David  loved  Steve 
Buscemi!  But  Steve  Buscemi 
had  to  go.  I  still  don’t  think  he's 
gotten  over  it,  Steve  didn’t  want 
to  get  whacked.  But  the  way 
the  storyline  was  written,  he  got 
painted  into  a  corner.  So  David 
had  no  choice  but  to  have  him 
whacked.  The  show  wouldn't  be 
believable  if  certain  characters 
didn’t  get  whacked  because 
of  something  they  did  or  said.  I 
mean,  look  at  Big  Pussy.  Do  you 
think  the  audience  would  believe 
you  if  he  didn't  get  whacked! 
because  he  was  such  a  great 
guy?  What  are  we  supposed 
to  say?  We  love  him,  so  let’s  let 
him  go? 

How  far  in  advance  do  you 
know  if  you're  going  to  get 
whacked? 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season, 
you  look  at  the  front  of  the  script. 
Then  you  go  straight  to  the  back 
to  make  sure  you’re  still  on  the 
show, 

Was  the  cast  surprised  when 
Adriana  got  kilted  off? 

We  really  felt  bad.  Keep  in  mind, 
we  knew  a  bout  it  way  before 
the  audience  knew.  When  I 
found  out  about  it,  I  felt  a  sense 
of  disbelief,  Drea  j[de  Matteo] 
was  a  big  part  of  the  family,  and 
always  wilt  be.  Just  like  when  we 
lost  Vinnie  [Pastore]. 

Is  there  a  private  send-off  the 
cast  gives  when  someone 
I  eaves? 

We  always  have  a  big  dinner.  It's 
not  like  the  real  mob.  The  real 
mob  takes  you  out  to  dinner, 
then  kills  ya.  We  kill  ya,  then  we 
take  you  out  to  dinner  I  It's  really 
sad  because  besides  losing  the 
money  and  having  to  find  work 
again,  you’re  also  leaving  the 
greatest  working  situation  you're 


ever  going  to  get,  How  many 
people  get  paid  for  hanging  out 
with  friends? 

Some  television  critics  have 
accused  The  Sopranos  of 
alienating  its  fans  by  taking 
so  much  time  off  between 
seasons.  Do  you  think  some 
fans  will  have  lost  interest  by 
the  time  the  show  returns  this 
month? 

You  would  think  that  would  be 


Ihe  case,  but  obviously  that 
hasn't  happened,  Every  day  I 
walk  down  the  street,  all  I  hear 


is,  “When's  it  coming  back?1’  We 
have  a  very  loyal  following,  and  I 
believe  that's  because  it's  a  very 
smart  show  It’s  not  just  a  shoot- 


em-up  It's  much  deeper  than 

that,  it's  about  family.  It's  not  just 
about  whacking  people. 

But  don’t  you  agree  that 
whackings — and  lots  of 
them — is  what  the  fans  want? 


In  fact,  some  critics  have 
accused  The  Sopranos  of  not 
being  violent  enough. 

Hey,  if  you  want  to  see  people 
get  whacked  every  week,  tune 
in  to  CNN,  You’ll  see  all  the 


whackings  you  want.  Seriously. 

I  got  tired  of  hearing  that.  Peo¬ 
ple  say,  "There's  not  enough 
beatings,’'  or,  “There’s  not 
enough  killings!''  That's  not  what 
Ihe  show  is  about,  Oo  people 
get  killed  in  the  mob?  Absolutely. 
But  the  people  who  are  crying 
out  for  whackings  and  beatings 
every  week  aren't  the  real  fans. 
They  just  dont  get  it. 

Since  season  one,  several 


Italian -American  organizations 
have  criticized  the  show 


for  perpetuating  negative 
stereotypes  of  Italians.  Is  The 
Sopranos  guilty  of  that? 

You  want  to  know  what's  amaz¬ 
ing  about  that?  I'll  tell  you  a 
story.  This  little  old  Italian  lady 
wh  o  works  at  a  deli  where  I  go 
didn't  know  I  was  on  the  show, 
One  day  she  tells  me  she  didn’t 
like  the  show  because  il  made 
Italians  look  bad.  So  I  asked 
her  if  she  ever  saw  it,  and  she 
said.  "No  ”  So  I  asked  her, 

“How  could  you  know  it  made 
Italians  look  bad?''  She  says, 
“My  friends  told  me."  What  do 
you  mean  your  friends  told  you? 
Watch  the  show  and  make  your 
own  conclusion  I  mean,  are 
we  kidding  ourselves?  Is  there 
no  mob?  Guess  what — there 
are  mobsters.  But  if  you  believe 
every  Italian  is  a  mobster,  you're 
ignorant  Do  I  believe  every

Every  day,  from  the  basement  of  their  Wisconsin  farmhouse,  Dawn  Miceli 
and  Drew  Domkus  podcast  their  sex  life  for  public  consumption.  In  doing 
so,  they’re  changing  the  face  of  entertainment,  inspiring  100,000  people  to 

“iTune”  in  and  turn  on  to  a  less -than- typical  married  couple. 


It's  hangover- brunch  hour  in  a  cafe  in  New  York  City, 
but  Dawn  Miceli  and  Drew  Domkus  are  ready  to 
restart  the  party.  Last  night  they  were  up  'til  4  a.m. 
at  a  piano  bar  partying  with  a  clan  of  underground 
circus  freaks.  Today,  Dawn  has  a  fresh  idea.  "Maybe 
I  should  milk  Drew's  prostate!’"  she  announces, 
causing  other  patrons  to  turn  their  heads.  “I've  never 
done  that,  but  it  sounds  like  fun." 

They  have  reason  to  celebrate.  While  corporate 
America  is  still  waking  up  to  podcasts — home¬ 
brewed  audio  broadcasts  distributed  for  free  on  the 
Internet— Dawn  ,  29,  and  Drew,  34,  a  married  couple 
of  self-described  "gutter  punks,”  have  become  the 
burgeoning  medium's  breakaway  hit.  As  hosts  of 
"The  Dawn  and  Drew  Show,'’  a  half  hour  of  raunchy 
banter  and  songs  they  record  five  times  a  week 
in  their  1895  Wisconsin  farmhouse,  they're  firmly 
rooted  in  the  Top  10  podcasts  on  the  Net. 

Free  from  FCC  regulation,  Dawn  and  Drew 
chronicle  their  sex  lives  with  unabashed  glee.  One 
show  was  devoted  to  female  ejaculation.  In  another, 
they  simulated  sex.  Once,  Dawn  brought  out  a 


mouth  harp  during  a  podcast  and  played  it  live — 
with  her  vagina.  Although  they  surely  aren't  the 
first  Wisconsinites  to  lube  each  other  up  in  a  barn, 
they’re  the  only  ones  to  podcast  it.  "We  actually 
put  the  liquid  on  our  genitals  and  described  how 
warm  it  was,”  says  Dawn,  who  sports  blue  hair  and 
a  nose  ring.  “We  don't  hold  anything  back.  It's  just 
the  life  of  a  couple  in  Wisconsin  who  struggle  like 
everyone  else.'' 

Their  quirky  candor  has  earned  them  plenty  of 
fans.  An  estimated  100,000  people  download  “The 
Dawn  and  Drew  Show”  daily  and  listen  on  their 
laptops  or  iPods.  They  come  from  all  walks  of  life: 
gamers,  bankers,  doctors,  and  rockers.  Some  of 
Dawn  and  Drew’s  most  avid  listeners  are  soldiers 
in  Iraq.  "They  say  it's  nice  to  hear  people  talking  like 
their  friends,’'  Dawn  says.  “It  gets  them  out  of  the 
idea  of  being  at  war."  Fans  show  their  appreciation 
by  mailing  in  pom  and  cookies. 

The  only  thing  more  unlikely  than  the  success 
of  Dawn  and  Drew  is  the  story  of  the  so-called  Pod- 
father  who  made  it  possible:  Adam  Curry.  Once 
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known  for  his  big-hair,  heavy-metal  show  on  the  'old"  MTV, 
he's  become  the  Bill  Gales  of  podcasting,  and  he's  the  key  to 
understanding  how  “Dawn  and  Drew"  went  from  underground 
phenomenon  to  over-ground  sensation.  ‘Adam  s  such  a  glamour 
boy,”  says  Dawn,  “but  he's  been  a  forerunner  of  everything  on 
the  Internet.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  his  persona  on  MTV." 

Thanks  to  Curry,  their  audience  is  about  to  get  bigger.  Under 
Curry's  newly  minted  deal,  Dawn  and  Drew  are  bringing  a 
weekly  medley  of  their  show  to  Sirius  Satellite  Radio.  After  a  year 
of  hosting  their  show  as  a  labor  of  love,  they  can  officially  call  this 
a  full-time  gig.  “I  literally  quit  my  day  job  yesterday,"  says  Drew, 
who  sports  a  goatee  and  is  wearing  baggy  shorts  and  a  Bob 
Marley  T-shirt.  The  leap  to  satellite  radio  is  the  consummation  of 
the  power  of  this  new  medium,  and  the  unlikely  Hove  story  of  its 
two  biggest  stars. 


It’s  nearing  midnight,  and  Curry  desperately  wants  to  chat  with 
somebody.  For  the  past  half  hour,  he  has  been  riding  alone  up  and 
down  in  the  chandeliered  elevator  of  Manhattan's  swanky  Waldorf- 
Astoria  hotel,  f  ishing  for  conversation,  it  has  not  gone  well. 

A  young  guy  steps  inside  carrying  a  toothbrush  and  a  cell 
phone.  "Toothbrush  and  cell  phone!"  Curry  quips.  "What  else 
do  ya  need?"  No  luck.  An  Asian  bellhop  joins  him  several  floors 
later.  “Busy  tonight,  huh?"  Curry  says.  "It's  all  the  American 
Forest  and  Paper  Organization  people,  right?  Are  they  nice? 
The  paper  people?"  The  elevator  dings.  “This  is  the  lobby,  sir," 
the  bellhop  says. 

The  last  time  Curry  was  at  the  Waldorf,  the  conversation 
flowed  freely.  But  that  was  almost  20  years  ago.  It  was  the  go-go 
eighties,  and  Curry,  one  of  MTV’s  first  veejays,  was  the  king  of 


Headbangers  Ball,  This  was  the  pre-Nirvana  epoch,  when  big 
hair  was  in,  and  none  was  bigger  than  his — Curry’s  mane  was  so 
alpine,  it  was  hard  to  tell  whether  it  was  frosted  blond  or  capped 
with  snow.  “Everybody  was  fucking  jealous  of  my  hair,’  Curry 
recalls. 


Curry  is  40  now,  and  his  locks  are  long  trimmed.  Though 
he  retains  glints  of  flash  from  his  glam  years — Miami  Vice  pink 
lenses,  an  Ozzy-size,  silver-tangled  crucifix  medallion — he  slips 
back  unnoticed  into  the  hotel's  oaken  elevator.  But  anonymity 
suits  his  plan.  Curry  isn't  here  to  simply  make  conversation.  With 
a  hidden  lavaliere  microphone  and  digital  audio  transmitter,  he's 
here  to  podcast  it. 

Curry  helped  pioneer  podcasting  in  late  2004,  and  it  has 
since  exploded  into  an  audio  revolution  of  blog-like  proportions. 
Named  for  Apple's  ubiquitous  iPod,  it  allows  anyone  with  a 
computer,  an  Internet  connection,  and  a  microphone  to  create 
and  exchange  DIY  radio.  A  recent  study  by  the  Pew  Internet  & 
American  Life  Project  found  that  one  in  three  adults  who  own  an 
MP3  player  in  the  U.S.  have  downloaded  a  podcast. 

There  are  more  than  10,000  podcasts,  and  the  number  is 
growing.  There  are  casts  by  garage  bands,  gamers,  bass 
fishers,  drag  queens,  wine  snobs,  and  Paris  Hilton.  Senator 
John  Edwards,  an  early  enthusiast  among  politicos,  podcasts 
informally  from  his  kitchen.  Old-fashioned  radio  broadcast 
companies,  from  the  underdogs,  like  Air  America,  to  the 
overlords,  Infinity  and  Clear  Channel,  are  scrambling  to  catch 
up.  The  most  popular  podcast?  "Catholic  Insider,"  a  show  by  a 
Dutch  priest  with  exclusive  access  to  the  Vatican.  "You  gotta  love 
the  Godcasts!’1  Curry  says. 

Tonight  at  the  Waldorf,  Curry  is  improvising  what  he  calls  an 
“elevatorcast, '  snatching  anonymous  snippets  of  dialogue,  like 
a  lost  track  of  Pink  Floyd's  Ummagumma.  Usually,  people  just 
look  at  the  floor  or  the  numbers,"  Curry  whispers  into  his  lapel. 
“But  if  you  are  really  listening  to  what’s  happening,  you  can  hear 
some  interesting  stuff."  Or  not.  But  who  cares?  This  isn’t  about 
perfect  hair.  It's  about  the  frayed  ends.  The  cloying  rebel  who 
once  personified  the  blow-dried  media  machine  is  now  breaking 
it  down.  His  cross- platform  technology  is  not  an  endorsement  of 
Apple  or  any  regime,  he  says:  "No  one  owns  the  pod.' 

Curry's  journey  from  heartthrob  to  heretic  is  not  as  unlikely  as 
it  seems.  As  an  American  boy  growing  up  in  Holland,  where  his 
dad  took  a  PR  job,  Curry  was  an  outsider  from  the  start.  Unable 
to  converse  with  the  Dutch  kids,  he  fiddled  with  a  Radio  Shack 
Electronics  101  kit  instead.  “I  was  a  loser  geek,"  he  says.  But 
when  he  showed  his  classmates  how  he  could  broadcast  David 


Bowie’s  'Sound  and  Vision"  on  his  home-brewed  transmitter,  he 
earned  instant  cred.  "This  was  my  way  to  be  cool,"  he  recalls. 

Curry  hustled  a  spot  at  a  pirate  station  in  Amsterdam  called 
Decibel  Radio  and  broadcast  every  Saturday  night  as  "John 
Holden,"  a  24-year-old  Harley-riding  hipster  Yankee.  "In  reality,  I 
was  16  and  rode  a  moped,"  he  says.  Before  long,  he  was  smoking 
hash  under  a  glass  with  a  young  Madonna  and  other  stars  rising 
from  the  underground.  Then,  after  he  had  dropped  out  of  college, 
a  seemingly  more  radical  opportunity  came  calling:  MTV. 

One  of  Curry’s  own  podcasts,  “MTV  Chronicles,”  is  a  dishy 
scoop  on  his  days  inside  the  network's  own  surreal  life.  “There's 
only  so  much  of  that  shit  you  can  take,'  Curry  says.  One  day 
in  1994,  Curry  quit  on  the  air.  “1  think  there's  something  on  this 
Internet,"  he  announced.  “HI  see  you  in  cyberspace." 

It  was  a  lucrative  move.  The  next  day,  the  network  sued 
him  for  registering  the  MTV.com  domain  name,  despite  their 
prior  approval.  Curry  took  them  to  court,  and  parlayed  the 
settlement  into  his  own  Web  design  start-up.  Just  before 
the  dot-com  bust,  he  sold  his  company  for  $400  million  and 
pimped  himself  out  in  true  head  banger  style.  Curry  bought  a 
castle  in  Belgium,  learned  to  fly  a  helicopter,  slept  in,  and  toked 
up.  “You'd  find  me  in  my  bathrobe  at  two  o'clock,  checking  my 
e-mail  and  smoking,"  he  recalls. 

Then  he  got  his  paws  on  an  iPod.  “Apple  marketed  it  as  a 
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jukebox,"  Curry  says.  "But  I  saw  a  hard  drive."  And  hard  drives 
could  store  more  than  just  songs — shows,  for  example.  While 
living  in  London,  Curry  became  a  fan  of  a  Boston  deejay  who 
was  recording  street  interviews  and  uploading  them  online  as 
MP3s.  Curry  had  an  idea  for  a  program  he  called  iPodder,  which 
would  automatically  feed  MP3s  right  to  the  player.  So  he  solicited 
the  help  of  the  open-source  community:  the  obsessive  coders 
who  create,  modify,  and  share  free  software  online.  Curry's  in¬ 
box  was  soon  flooded  with  e-mails  from  pioneering  geeks  who 
began  using  iPodder  to  create  their  own  reality  radio  shows. 
And  two  of  the  best  were  coming  from  a  couple  in  a  barn  in  the 
middle  of  nowhere.  Their  names  were  Dawn  and  Drew. 

The  only  other  thing  unlikelier  than  Dawn  and  Drew's  raunchy  hit 
show  is  that  they  ever  got  together  in  the  first  place.  It's  a  punk- 
rock  Romeo  and  Juliet  story — albeit  with  a  happy  ending,  farm 
animals,  and  plenty  of  lube. 

Dawn  grew  up  as  the  outlandish  and  outspoken  daughter 
of  a  custodian  and  a  graphic  arts  designer  outside  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin.  While  other  kids  lipped  cows  and  rode  tractors, 
Dawn  was  more  like  a  teenage  Courtney  Love.  “I  was  into  all 
sorts  of  naughtiness,"  she  says.  At  1 5,  she  was  the  lead  singer  of 
a  local  band  called  the  Virgins.  “It  was  sort  of  a  joke  name,"  she 
explains,  clicking  her  tongue  ring  between  her  teeth. 

Several  states  away,  in  Burbank,  California,  Drew  was  also  an 


aspiring  rocker.  But  unlike  Dawn,  he  had  a  considerably  more 
conservative  inspiration:  religion.  Though  he  listened  to  heavy 
metal  and  Howard  Stern  by  day,  at  night  he  was  the  faithful  young 
keyboardist  in  his  brothers'  Christian  rock  band,  Scattered  Few. 

When  Dawn's  friends  asked  her  to  come  see  Scattered  Few 


in  1994  in  Milwaukee,  she  demurred.  At  the  time,  she  sported 
dreads  and  nose  rings,  and  expressed  a  budding  interest  in 
paganism.  “I'm  not  into  Christian  music,"  she  says.  But  when  her 
friends  offered  to  buy  her  dinner  at  the  show,  she  conceded. 
Dawn  was  working  as  a  telemarketer,  and  money  was  tight.  “ 
basically  met  Drew  because  of  a  turkey  sandwich, !  she  says. 
The  moment  they  met  after  the  show,  she  fell  hard  for  him, 
despite  their  different  backgrounds. 

Getting  laid,  though,  was  another  story.  “He  wouldn’t  put  out,' 
she  says.  He  had  a  reason:  Just  before  the  tour,  Drew  had  been 
baptized  in  a  backyard  pool.  Dawn  tried  rubbing  her  knee  in  his 
crotch,  to  no  avail.  "I  was  convinced  it  wasn't  right  to  hook  up 
with  a  girl  who  wasn’t  Christian,"  Drew  says. 

He  got  over  it.  During  a  visit  from  Dawn  on  Christmas  Eve, 
they  finally  got  busy.  “We  made  a  little  baby  Jesus,"  Dawn  jokes. 
And  Drew  realized  he  was  on  the  wrong  path.  "I  was  off  track," 
he  says.  “Christianity  just  wasn’t  my  thing."  The  pair  got  hitched, 
and  to  celebrate  their  commitment,  they  got  matching  tongue 
piercings.  Soon  they  bought  an  old  farmhouse  on  five  acres  in 
rural  Wayne,  Wisconsin.  Relishing  the  solitude  and  freedom  of 
among  corn  and  cows,  Dawn  and  Drew  transformed  the 
farm  into  their  own  skewed  Neverland,  spinning  fire  and  banging 
drums  at  night  under  the  stars.  They  began  chronicling  the  local 
farm-punk  scene  in  self- published  zines.  "One  of  them  was 
called  Pig  Face,"  Dawn  says.  “It  was  all  about  cops.” 

Drew,  a  computer  programmer  by  trade,  discovered  an  even 
better  medium:  the  Web .  They  played  around  with  blogs  and  Web 
diaries,  but  when  Drew  heard  about  Adam  Curry’s  podcasting 
scene,  he  was  intrigued.  He  hooked  up  a  microphone  to  his 
computer  and  recorded  himself  improvising  a  love  song  for 
Dawn.  The  next  day,  he  showed  her  what  he'd  uploaded.  “This 
is  lame,11  he  said,  "but  imagine  the  possibilities.” 

She  did.  With  podcasting,  Dawn  realized,  anyone  could  have 
a  voice  and  reach  people  around  the  world  cheaply,  easily,  and, 
best  of  all— especially  in  an  age  of  neoconservative  culture 
wars— without  regulation.  “There's  no  censorship,"  Dawn  says. 

Dawn  and  Drew  started  sitting  down  regularly  at  the  mike  in 
their  living  room.  They  talked  about  their  day,  their  farm,  porn, 
chickens,  and  whatever  else  came  to  mind.  One  day,  they 
simulated  having  sex.  The  next  day,  they  found  they  were  in 
the  Top  10  list  of  podcasts.  And,  to  their  surprise,  they  quickly 
discovered  that  plenty  of  people  around  the  world  were 
listening. 

During  the  2004  BloggerCon,  a  convention  for  Web 
personalities,  word  leaked  out  that  the  hosts  of  “The  Dawn  and 
Drew  Show"  were  in  attendance.  They  had  uploaded  pictures 
of  themselves  beforehand,  so  people  recognized  the  cherubic 
woman  with  blueberry-colored  hair.  "They  kept  coming  up  to  me 
and  saying,  "Hey,  are  you  the  iPod  girl?  "  Dawn  says. 

E-mails  poured  in,  as  did  gifts.  During  one  show,  Dawn 
mentioned  that  she  liked  Hello  Kitty  accessories,  and  soon  they 
started  arriving  at  the  farmhouse.  So  did  sex  toys.  "Someone 


sent  me  a  pocket  pussy,"  says  Drew.  Du  rex,  the  condom  and 
lube  manufacturer,  even  sponsored  their  show. 

But  the  podcasts  aren't  just  about  sex.  Without  a  script, 
they'd  talk  through  the  bad  days,  too.  Dawn  would  bitch  about 
her  period  cramps  or,  on  the  verge  of  tears,  talk  about  her 
sick  grandpa.  They  knew  they  were  hitting  the  big  time,  or  their 
version  of  it  anyway,  when  the  locals  started  tuning  in.  "One  day 
an  old  neighbor  came  by  on  her  ATV  and  said.  ‘I  like  your  pod 
show,’ "  Dawn  says.  And  when  they  received  a  congratulatory 
e-mail  from  their  stiffest  competition,  the  “Catholic  Insider," 
Dawn  and  Drew  realized  that  after  years  on  the  fringe,  they'd 
really  made  it.cn— H

New  Jeisey 
deejayto  being 
the  barometer  of 
cool  on  MTV's 
120  Minutes. 

After  a  stint  at 
Columbia  Records, 
he’s  back  on 
television  as  a 
VH1  veejay.  All 
hail  the  most 
knowledgeable 
man  in  rock. 


“I’m  hearing  drums 
behind  my  head. 

The  bass  guitar  is 
surrounding  me.  It’s 
like  being  a  kid  with 
your  headphones  on, 
fantasizing  about 
being  with  the  band 
...  except  I’m  actually 
singing  with  KISS.” 
Matt  Pinfield  has 
stories  about  almost 
everyone,  from  the 
Rolling  Stones  to  50 
Cent  to  Radiohead. 
He  signed  Coheed 
and  Cambria.  He 
introduced  Stone 
Temple  Pilots  to  the 
world.  But  this  was 
even  bigger. 


Pinfield  was  born  in 


Athens,  Georgia,  and 
lived  there  until  his 
father  took  a  teaching 
job  in  New  Jersey.  As 
a  kid,  he  spent  hours 
listening  to  records. 
“The  first  faint  mem¬ 
ories  I  have  are 
of  sitting  in  front  of 
a  record  player.  I 
wanted  Beatles  and 
Stones  and  Motown. 
From  the  time  I  was 


five,  I  was  asking  my 
parents  to  buy  me  '96 
Tears’  and  'Talk  Talk' 
by  the  Music 
Machine." 


By  16,  Pinfield  had 
his  first  radio  gig:  a 


weekly  spot  on  Rut¬ 
gers'  college  station. 
WRSU,  “I  lied  and 
said  I  was  going  to 
be  18  and  in  college, 
just  to  get  on  the  air." 

While  at  Rutgers, 
Pinfield  booked 
bands  and  deejayed 
at  New  Brunswick's 
Melody  Bar.  After 
graduating  in  1984, 
he  was  hired  by  New 
jerseys  WHIG  to  be 
its  music  director  and 
disc  jockey,  but  his 
big  MTV  break  didn’t 
come  until  1993. 


Though  he  was  origi¬ 
nally  selected  to  be 
the  music  department 
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Pinfield 
lights  up  the 
stage,  then 
gets  down 
and  dirty  with 
(clockwise): 
No  Doubt  diva 
Gwen  Stefani, 
Ali  Landry 
and  Limp 
Bizkit’s  Fred 
Durst,  and 
Creed’s  Scott 
Stapp. 


manager — not  a 
veejay— Pinfield 
occasionally  filled  in 
as  the  host  of  120 
Minutes .  Despite 
disparaging  notes  on 
his  “look,'1  he  became 
the  show’s  permanent 
host  in  1995. 

When  the  alter¬ 
native-rock  nation 
started  to  weaken, 
Pinfield  spearheaded 
the  USA  Network’s 
FarmCtub.com,  then 
became  an  A&R  rep 
for  Columbia  Rec¬ 
ords.  Starting  this 
month,  he  will  be 
VH 1  's  new  Top  20 
Countdown  veejay. 


How  soon  after 
leaving  Columbia 
did  you  start  talking 
to  VH1? 

VH  1  was  already 
talking  to  me,  and  I 
was  going  to  do  all  of 
it.  When  I  went  to 
Sony  [Columbia],  my 
manager  at  the  time 
was  Chris  Rock's 
manager.  He  made 
sure  it  was  in  my  deal 
that  I  could  do  radio 
and  television,  as 
long  as  it  didn't 
interfere  with  my  job. 
If  someone  wanted  to 
get  rid  of  me,  they 
were  going  to  find  a 
reason  anyway. 


That  must  have 
made  it  a  little  easier 
to  leave  the  label. 

There  was  that  first 
feeling  of  real 
uncertainty,  but  I’m 
not  as  upset  as  I 
would  have  been  had 
VH1  not  been 
speaking  to  me. 

When  you  get  let  go 
from  a  gig,  you  go 
through  a  series  of 
emotional  changes. 
First  you’re  shell¬ 
shocked.  Then  you’re 
like,  “I’m  going  to  be 
fine.’  Five  hours  later 
you’re  like,  “I'm 
fucking  pissed.’’  Then 
you  might  be  a  little 


sad.  When  I  said, 
“Shit.  I'm  not  going  to 
be  working  with 
Coheed  [and 
Cambria],  and 
Crossfade,  and 
Acceptance  on  their 
next  records,”  that; 
upset  the  shit  out  of 
me.  Thai  was  the 
reason  I  was  so 
Goddamn  ...  That 
was  the  upsetting 
part  of  it.  [But  one  of] 
my  friends  said, 

"Matt,  don’t  feel  bad 
about  getting 
dropped  from 
Columbia.  So  were  50 
Cent  and  Alicia  Keys. 

I  think  you're  in  good 
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company.”  [Laughs] 

When  did  you  first 
meet  Coheed  and 
Cambria? 

!  met  the  guys  at  the 
Reading  Festival.  We 
went  on  a  double- 
decker  tour  bus 
[around  Europe], 
There  were  many  late, 
shirtless  nights — 
blasting  music  and 
deejaying  for  each 
other  with  our  iPods. 
Did  you  like  being  at 
Columbia? 

I  learned  a  lot  and 
worked  with  some 
really  great  people. 
Don  DeVito's  office 
[was]  next  to  mine. 


The  veejay 
extraordinaire

He's  the  A&R  rep  tor 
Bob  Dylan,  Bruce 
Springsteen,  Billy

Bob  Dylans  album 
Desire.  Chicago, 
Aerosmith — he  had 
them  all. 

What  was  the 
hardest  part  of 
being  an  A&R  rep? 
It's  a  hard  job  to  get 
and  It’s  a  hard  job  to 
keep,  because  you 
have  to  have  a  good 
track  record.  But  I 
believe  in  all  the 
bands  I've  signed 
over  the  years,  even 
bands  that  didn't  sell 
thousands  of  copies. 
I  enjoy  the  process.  I 
believe  in  artist 
development.  I'm 
considering  starting 
my  own  label.  I  hope 
to  have  it  [off  the 
ground]  by  this 
summer, 

What  kind  of  music 
would  be  on  your 
label? 


Good  music.  Stuff 
that  makes  a 
difference.  This  will 
be  a  rock  label.  It’ll  be 
esoteric,  but  cool.  I 
have  at  least  three 
bands  I  want  to  put 
out.  You  start  with 
bands  you  think  have 
potential,  and  you  put 
out  stuff  and  let  it 
grow  organically.  If 
something  grows,  you 
cross  [the  next]  bridge 
when  you  come  to  it. 
How  do  you  find  the 
bands  you  sign? 
There’s  no  set  way, 

It's  demos.  It’s  friends 
who  turn  you  on  to 
something.

expect  from  your 
VH1  show? 

I  want  to  bring  music 
information  back 
in  so  people  know 
something  about  the 
artists.  There  will 
be  more  music,  more 
interviews,  more 
performances,  and 
world  premieres. 
When  you  started  in 
this  industry,  It  was 
a  pretty  fertile  time 
for  rock. 

It  was  the  beginning 
of  the  eighties.  You 
had  new  wave,  punk, 
and  post-punk,  and 
people  were  looking 
back  at  the  sixties 
and  seventies— 
Bowie,  T.Rex,  and  the 
Velvet  Underground, 

It  was  an  exciting 
time  to  be  on  the 
radio,  I  could  go  to 
the  record  store  and 
buy  new  indies  and 
imports,  and  there 
was  something  great 
coming  out  every  day. 
I  thought  it  would 
never  end. 


“Back  on 
MTV,  Puffy  used 
to  call  me  up 
at  the  studio  when 
Dave  Grohl 
was  playing  drums 
on  It  s  All  About 
the  Benjamins. ’I 
remember 
Puffy  saying  to 
[MTV’s  talent 
director]  Michele 
Dix,  ‘I  wanna 
be  on  120 
Minutes.  ’  She 
goes,  You 
can’t  be  on  120 
Minutes. ' " 


New  York  City,  When 
I  did  their  world 
premiere  for  Hail  to 
the  Thief  on  K-Rock, 
they  did  a  perfor¬ 
mance  for  my  show. 

I  remember  guitarist 
Ed  O’Brien  saying, 

‘  Hey,  Matt!  You 
remember  that  night 
when  we  had  cheese 


fries  and  gyros 
across  the  street  from 
the  Melody?’ 

During  the  eighties, 
you  were  also 
working  at  the  radio 
station  WHTG,  Was 
that  a  lot  of  paying 
dues? 


and  it  was  great.  We 
[broadcast]  out  of  this 
little  house  in  the 
woods  of  south 
Jersey.  We  broke  a  lot 
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of  new  bands.  31 1 
played  Philly  for  34 
people,  D.C.  for  52 
people,  and  when 
they  got  to  Asbury 
Park,  [New  Jersey], 
there  were  800 
people  there.  They 
would  have  enough 
money  to  get  through 
seven  or  eight  gigs 
because  I  was 
playing  their  first 
record  on  the  air. 
Besides  311,  what 
bands  did  you  help 
break? 

I  remember  driving 
with  Dean  DeLeo  in 
his  pickup  truck,  and 
him  going,  “Matt,  I 


"Matt,  you  did  a  really 
great  job  with  Martin 
Bore  last  night.  We'd 
like  you  to  do  some 
more  stuff.'1 
But  before  that,  you 
were  passed  over, 
and  it  took  two 
years  until  you  got 
the  gig.  Why? 

Years  later,  I  found 
out  the  reason  was 
that  they  weren’t  sure 
about  my  look.  Some 
people  weren’t  into 
the  bald  thing.  I 
ended  up  getting 
hired  in  1994  to  be 
the  manager  of  music 
programming — one  of 
the  ten  people  who 


got  this  new  band: 
Stone  Temple  Pilots.” 

I  go,  "What  can  I  say 
about  it?  And  he 
said,  “Well,  Brendan 
O'Brien — the  en¬ 
gineer  on  [the  Red 
Hot  Chili  Peppers’] 
Blood  Sugar  Sex 
Magik—he  produced 
our  record.  You 
can  mention  that.” 

So  I  played  “Sex 
Type  Thing,”  [and  it 
was  the]  first  lime 
it  was  ever  played 
on  the  air. 

Tell  me  about  the 
first  time  you  guest* 
hosted  120  Minutes 
with  Depeche  Mode. 
[Lead  singer]  Dave 
Gahan  was  really 
good,  but  [guitarist] 
Martin  Gore  was  out 
of  it  [and]  hardly 
answered  questions. 
They  aired  it  that 
night,  and  we 
watched  it  at  the 
Melody.  I  got  a  call 
from  the  woman  who

Still,  researchers 
at  Wayne  State  University  put 
dummies  through  a  free-fall  test 
and  found  that  those  wearing 
Brain-Pad  had  a  40  percent  de¬ 
crease  in  impact  to  the  base 
of  the  skull. 

That's  good  enough  for  Rob¬ 
erts,  who’s  asked  New  York 
Senator  Suzi  Oppenheimer  to 
draft  legislation  setting  higher 
standards  for  mouth  guards.  “It's 
unnecessary  to  knock  the  idea 
down  so  quickly  and  thoroughly," 
Roberts  says.  It's  not  going  to 
hurt  anybody.  It's  uncomfortable, 
but  if  people  are  willing  to  sacri¬ 
fice  comfort  for  safety,  it  can  help. 
Ve  been  using  Brain-Pad  since

Along  with  the  usual  issues  of  gunfire,  explosions,  and  warfare  in  gen¬ 
eral,  combat  soldiers  also  have  to  worry  about  their  teeth.  It's  actually 
a  big  problem — between  14  and  19  percent  of  deployed  soldiers  have 
a  dental  emergency  at  some  point.  Stress  increases  the  growth  of 
bacteria  in  the  mouth,  and  it’s  not  exactly  easy  to  brush  and  floss  in 
the  field. 

Scientists  are  working  on  a  chewing  gum  that  could  fight  bacteria  and 
prevent  cavities,  plaque,  and  gum  disease.  The  gum  would  gradually 
release  bacteria  fighters,  giving  it  an  edge  over  other  gum  with  dental 
benefits.  It  won't  add  weight  to  soldiers'  packs,  since  regular  gum  is 
already  standard  fare  in  ready-to-eat  meal  packages.  Scientists  are 
now  working  on  improving  the  flavor,  and  ensuring  that  the  gum  retains 
flavor  and  bacteria-f lighting  ability  for  up  to  an  hour.  They  hope  to 
begin  testing  the  product  with  Army  units  within  the  next  year.  If  it 
passes  muster  with  the  troops,  it  should  be  available  within  four  years. 


You  already  know  that  65  percent 
of  Americans  are  overweight, 
which  boosts  their  risk  for  diabe¬ 
tes.  But  now  diabetes  poses  a 
double  threat  because  doctors 
are  starting  to  see  more  patients 
with  type  1  and  type  2  diabetes. 

Type  2  is  the  form  usually 
linked  to  obesity;  the  extra  fat 
cells  cause  a  resistance  to  in¬ 
sulin.  The  condition  is  usually 
treated  with  medication  and  diet. 
Type  1  diabetes  affects  only 
five  percenl  of  diabetics.  The 
body's  immune  system  fights  the 
cells  that  produce  insulin,  and 
patients  usually  have  to  take  insu- 


The  new  phenomenon  of 
“double  diabetes"  means  some 
patients  are  testing  positive  for 
both  types.  So  what  causes  it? 
Some  patients  are  type  1  diabet¬ 
ics  who  follow  a  high-calorie  diet, 
gain  weight,  and  start  developing 
type  2  diabetes.  In  other  cases,  a 
patient  who  seems  like  a  textbook 
type  2  actually  tests  positive  for 
type  1 .  Doctors  are  working  on 
more  comprehensive  treatment 
methods,  but  prevention  is  still 
the  best  bet — maintain  a  healthy 
weight,  stay  active,  and  don't  eat 
the  whole  box  of  Devil  Dogs.

Quitters 


It  may  soon  get  a  whole  lot  easier 
to  quit  smoking.  An  experimen¬ 
tal  drug  called  varenicline  was 
four  times  more  effective  than  a 
placebo  in  helping  smokers  quit, 
and  it's  twice  as  effective  as  Zy- 
ban.  The  drug  works  by  binding 
to  nicotine  receptors  in  the  brain. 
Once  the  drug  is  occupying  that 
space,  the  nicotine  can't  get 
in — even  if  you  have  a  cigarette, 
you  won't  get  the  usual  chemi¬ 
cal  rewards.  Participants  in  the 
study  took  the  pills  for  12  weeks. 
Of  those  who  took  varenicline,  44 


percent  quit,  compared  to  30  per¬ 
cent  in  the  Zyban  group  and  17.7 
percent  who  received  placebos. 
Those  who  successfully  quit  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  study  were  split  into 
two  groups,  with  half  getting  var¬ 
enicline  and  half  getting  a  place¬ 
bo.  After  12  weeks,  70.6  percent 
of  people  in  the  varenicline  group 
were  still  smoke-free,  compared 
lo  49.8  percent  of  the  placebo 
group.  The  bad  news  is,  less  than 
half  of  the  quitters  in  each  group 
were  still  completely  smoke-free 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  So  experts 
say  the  key  is  preventing  people 
from  getting  hooked  in  the  first 
place.  For  the  50  million  people 
who  already  smoke,  though,  the 
drug  may  someday  be  the  key  to 
kicking  the  habit.

John  Wilson  has  done  something  about  it.  He 


disses  the  film  establishment  by  mocking  its 


most  sacred  cow.

Halle  Berry  strode  onto  the  dingy  stage  at  L.A.'s  Ivar  Theatre 
holding  the  Oscar  she  had  won  for  Monster's  Ball  three  years 
earlier  She  approached  the  pressed-wood  podium,  where  a 
burly  man  in  a  luxedo  and  gold  bow  tie  handed  her  a  golf 
ball-size  gold  raspberry.  Berry  raised  both  awards  In  the 
air  and  let  out  a  whoop.  The  crowd  exploded  into  a  frenzy. 
“Thank  you  so  much,"  she  said.  "I  never  in  my  life  thought 
I'd  be  up  here....  I  want  to  thank  Warner  Bros.  Thank  you  for 
putting  me  in  a  piece-of-shit,  god-awful  movie." 

Berry  was  accepting  the  award  for  Worst  Actress  for 
her  performance  in  2004’s  mega-bomb  Catwoman  at  the 
25th  annual  Golden  Raspberry  Awards,,  better  known  as 
the  Razzies.  Led  by  founder  and  Head  Razzberry  John 
Wilson — the  burly  guy  with  the  gold  bow  tie — the  Razzies 
have  incurred  the  ill  will  of  the  Hollywood  establishment  by 
dishonoring  Tinseltown's  most  dubious  achievements. 


FRESH  RAZZBERRIES 

Wilson  first  gained  an  appreciation  of  bad  movies  when  he 
saw  Snow  White  and  the  Three  Stooges  in  1961 .  "I  remember 
at  [the  age  of]  eight  thinking,  What  idiot  wrote  this  movie?" 
he  recalls.  But  it  was  a  99-cent  double  feature  he  saw  in 
1980  that  changed  the  course  of  his  life.  It  was  Can’t  Stop 
the  Music,  a  pseudo-biopic  about  the  Village  People,  and 
Xanadu,  the  Olivia  Newton-John  roller-skating  musical  (“I 
actually  asked  for  my  99  cents  back,”  says  Wilson). 

On  March  31,  1981,  at  an  Oscar  potluck  party  he  was 
hosting  in  his  tiny  Hollywood  apartment,  Wilson  introduced 
the  Razzies  to  his  guests.  Immediately  following  the  Acade¬ 
my  Awards,  he  called  people  to  a  hand-painted  cardboard 
podium  In  his  living  room  alcove  to  accept  awards  honoring 
the  year's  worst  cinematic  offenders  in  eight  categories, 
including  Worst  Picture,  Worst  Actor  and  Actress,  and 
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Worst  Song  (both  Music  and  Xanadu  were  big  winners). 
The  ceremony  featured  the  inaugural  Razzie,  a  handmade 
raspberry  spray-painted  gold  and  mounted  on  an  eight-mm 
film  core  (total  cost:  $3),  and  clips  that  he  had  compiled  from 
the  trailer  company  where  he  worked.  It  concluded  with  a 
sing -along  parody  of  Oscar's  necrology — the  soppy  annual 
tribute  to  the  stars  who  died  that  year.  The  song,  "Dead 
Entertainers,"  which  Wilson  set  to  the  tune  of  the  upbeat 
"That’s  Entertainment,'1  underscored  the  cheeky  wit  that 
would  come  to  characterize  the  Razzies: 

"They've  all  gone  /  To  backlots  in  the  sky. 

"But  they  live  on  /  In  their  films,  so  don’t  cry. 

“They've  all  decomposed  /  So  now  we’ve  composed 

“  ‘Dead  Entertainers!'  ” 

“It  was  just  pure  silliness/'  says  Nancy  Lillienthal,  an  original 
Razzie  member  and  Wilson's  valued  aide  at  subsequent 


ceremonies.  "And  trust  me,  it  still  is." 

On  a  lark,  Wilson  sent  press  releases  to  all  the  local 
papers.  The  Los  Angeles  Daily  News  actually  ran  an  item  a 
few  days  later  under  the  headline  and  the  winners  aren't. 

The  following  year,  the  Razzies  received  their  first  published 
response.  Wilson  recalls  reading  that  diva  Faye  Dunaway 
reportedly  flew  into  a  rage  when  she  heard  about  her  Worst 
Actress  win  for  1981  's  vamp-fest  Mommie  Dearest 
By  1984,  the  Razzies  had  expanded  enough  to  justify 
holding  the  ceremony  in  a  grade  school  cafeteria.  Future 
ceremonies  were  held  at  the  Roosevelt  Hotel — the  site  of  the 
first  Oscar  ceremony,  as  Wilson  and  other  Razzie  members 
are  only  too  happy  to  point  out.  Wilson  made  the  wise  decision

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to  switch  the  event  to  Oscar  eve,  out  of  direct  competition 
with  its  mainstream  counterpart.  The  annual  tweaking  of 
superstar  egos  received  its  first  national  exposure  from  CNN 
and  UP!.  Today,  the  awards  are  covered  by  media  outlets 
worldwide,  and  are  referenced  by  major  critics  tike  Roger 
Ebert  in  their  reviews. 

in  2004  Wilson  had  Ben  Affleck's  Razzie  for  Gigli  presented 
to  him  on  Larry  King  Live.  Affleck  refused  to  accept  it,  and 
Willson  promptly  sold  it  on  eBay  for  $1,750.  Not  only  did 
it  help  fund  last  year’s  ceremony,  but  it  effectively  made 
Affleck  the  evening's  executive  producer.  "These  days,  if  you 
win  a  Razzie  and  you  re  a  person  who  pays  any  attention 
to  entertainment  news,  all  those  people  are  going  to  know," 
says  Wilson. 

OSCAR'S  EVIL  TWIN 

Wilson  has  defined  the  Razzies  in  opposition  to  the  Academy. 
At  last  year's  ceremony,  he  dubbed  them  "Oscar's  evil  twins"  to 
enhance  their  underdog  appeal  and  send  up  the  pomposity  of 
Hollywood  in  general.  “The  Academy  really  gets  into  their  whole 
hubris  of  how  important  they  are,  and  I  find  that  is  just  begging  to 
be  made  fun  of,"  he  says.  'Over  the  years,  we  have  really  played 
off  of  the  joke  of  the  Oscars  being  this  multimillion-dollar,  glitzy, 
glamorous,  red- car  pet,  beautiful -gowns  event,  and  we’re  down 
here  renting  tuxedos  from  Friar  Tux.” 

A  sly  marketer,  Wilson’s  press  releases  boast  that  the  Razzie 
itself  still  costs  less  than  $5  to  make  (though  he  privately  admits 
that  its  real  cost  is  closer  to  $20),  and  he  says  the  ceremony 
typically  costs  less  than  $7,000  to  stage.  In  contrast,  the  Acade¬ 
my  produced  the  2003  Oscars  for  about  $18  million,  according  to 
awards  guru  Tom  O'Neil,  author  of  Mo  vie  Awards  and  columnist 
for  "The  Envelope"  on  LATimes.com. 

The  Razzies  combine  low  production  values  with  Wilson's 
corny  sense  of  humor— he  substitutes  ‘'berry"  for  "very"  at 
all  times — to  create  what  Lillienthal  calls  "the  un-pageantry" 
of  their  ceremony.  Even  in  years  when  budget  and  personal 
constraints  have  reduced  the  Razzies  to  a  glorified  press 
conference,  "we  always  had  an  opening  number,  because 
it's  not  an  awards  show  without  an  opening  number, "  she 
says.  In  the  spirit  of  "Dead  Entertainers,”  these  songs,  with 
lyrics  by  Wilson,  include  "Lame,”  to  the  tune  of  "Fame";  and 
"Wind  Between  Our  Cheeks,"  to  the  tune  of  "Wind  Beneath 
My  Wings.” 

In  addition  to  the  traditional  categories,  Wilson  has  created 
awards  like  Worst  Remake  or  Sequel,  Worst  Screen  Couple,  and 
the  Joe  Eszterhas  Worst-Written  Film  Grossing  Over  $100  Million 
to  further  slag  Hollywood.  Each  nominee  is  introduced  with  a 
scathing  quote  from  a  major  critic.  Wilson’s  favorite  is  from  Roger 
Eberts  Wild  Wild  West  review:  "[It’sj  like  watching  money  burn 
on  the  sc  ree  n . " 

The  Razzies  flaunt  their  cornball,  amateurish  style — presenters 
appear  in  silly  costumes,  such  as  Village  People  headdresses, 
throw  DVDs  of  the  nominated  flicks  into  a  garbage  can,  and 
deliver  groan -worthy  puns  on  a  stage  often  decorated  with 
nothing  more  than  movie  posters,  a  podium,  and  a  TV  set. 
When  Tom  Green  showed  up  in  2002  to  collect  his  five  Razzies 
for  Freddy  Got  Fingered  (including  Worst  Screen  Couple  for 
himself  and  "any  animal  he  abuses"),  he  embraced  ihe  parody 
by  arriving  in  a  1960s-style  white  limo  and  unfurling  his  own 
red  carpet.  But  Wilson  says  that  "Tinseltown’s  Tackiest  Trophy 
Trove"  is  just  trying  to  keep  up  with  the  Joneses.  "I  have  always 
thought  the  Academy  Awards  ceremony  is  wonderfully  tacky 
without  trying  to  be,”  he  said.  “We  try  to  be,  and  I  still  think  that 
it's  arguable  which  one  is  more  tasteless.” 

Beneath  its  satirical,  vaudeville  presentation,  the  Razzies 
serve  a  nominal  function  in  Hollywood.  Wilson  says,  “I  do 
think  the  movie  industry  needs  something  like  Razzies  to 
hold  it  accountable  for  its  big-budget  failures,  like  Catwoman 
and  Wild  Wild  West.” 


His  daggers  are  aimed  at  these  high-profile  disasters 
rather  than  independent  films,  which  might  be  constructed 
with  inept  yet  tender  loving  care.  Rolling  Stone  film  critic — 
and  voting  Razzie  member — Peter  Travers  agrees  with  this 
approach.  In  his  introduction  to  Wilson’s  book,  The  Official  Razzie 
Movie  Guide,  he  writes,  “[The  fact]  that  the  ceremony  always 
takes  place  the  day  before  the  Academy  Awards  is  particularly 
appropriate.  Oscar  night  always  finds  the  major  studios  taking 
bows  for  quality  when  we  know  that  90  percent  of  what  they  grind 
out  is  indisputable  hoo-hah....  Nothing  is  better  than  a  Razzie  to 
burst  the  balloon  of  Tinseltown  pretension.” 

O'Neil  believes  the  Razzies  have  struck  a  satirical  nerve 
with  an  industry  that  values  winning  above  breathing. 
"Movies  that  get  tagged  as  the  Worst  Picture  of  the  Year 
end  up  becoming  official  standards  of  failure  in  showbiz 
history,  and  that's  a  terrifying  thing  for  people  obsessed 
with  success,”  he  says,  "This  is  an  industry  that  measures 
everything  by  awards,  so  to  use  its  obsession  with  awards  to 
mark  its  failures  is  the  ultimate  send-up  of  the  system.” 


THE  FART  IN  CHURCH 

What  does  the  Hollywood  establishment  care  about  some 
potshots  from  a  bunch  of  nobodies?  "Ninety-eight  percent 
of  the  movie  business  treats  us  like  the  proverbial  fart  in 
church,’'  Wilson  says.  "It  didn't  happen,  so  we're  not  going 
to  acknowledge  it.  We  all  smell  it,  we  know  it's  there,  but  if 
we  ignore  it,  it'll  go  away."  He  says  Hollywood  takes  this  tack 
because  "admitting  we  even  exist  would  also  imply  admitting 
they  make  crappy  movies." 

A  senior  publicist  at  one  studio  admits  to  being  amused  by 
the  Razzies,  while  others  say  many  industry  bigwigs  hardly 
give  them  a  thought.  Richard  Smith,  a  longtime  member  of 
both  the  Razzies  and  the  Academy,  as  well  as  the  onetime 
head  of  publicity  for  both  Universal  and  Columbia  (he  left 
Los  Angeles  15  years  ago),  believes  "the  Hollywood  dream 
factory"  tries  to  suppress  any  negative  vibes  in  order  to 
protect  its  “glamorous  image" — and  its  stars'  fragile  egos. 

In  1990  the  Razzies'  favorite  whipping  boy,  Sylvester  Stal¬ 
lone  (he  has  30  nominations  and  ten  wins),  received  an  award

Wilson  played  the  message  as 
Stallone's  acceptance  speech  at  the  ceremony. 

EMBRACE  YOUR  RAZZIE 

As  a  result  of  it  being  “kind  of  hard  to  pretend  it  doesn't 
happen  anymore,"  as  Wilson  says,  scattered  members  of 
the  industry  have  decided  that  owning  up  to  their  failure 
might  be  the  way  to  go.  MGM  even  trumpeted  its  Razzies 
when  it  repackaged  Showgirls ,  the  quintessential  Razzie 
movie,  as  a  midnight  camp-fest  in  1996.  The  occasional 
winners,  like  Green,  Catwoman  screenwriter  Michael  Ferris, 
and  Showgirls  director  Paul  Verhoeven,  have  shown  up  to 
accept  their  dis-honors.  Halle  Berry's  gracious  acceptance 
speech — she  was  far  and  away  the  biggest  star  ever  to 
appear— was  the  strongest  proof  of  the  Razzies'  growing 
legitimacy.  ‘That  was  certainly  the  most  amazing  moment 


The  < -ream  of  the  Crap 

Razzies  creator  John  Wilson  delights  in  sincere  yet 
shitty  flicks.  "It’s  like  if  your  teacher  was  addressing 
the  class  very  seriously  and  his  fly  was  unzipped,”  he 
explains.  Here  are  the  best  of  the  worst. 


The  Lonely  Lady  (1983) 

"An  obscure  one  that  I 
absolutely  love,"  says  Wilson 
of  the  f  irst  movie  to  sweep 
the  Razzies.  Wilson  actually 
worked  on  its  promotional 
campaign  and  was  ordered 
by  the  studio  to  keep  Pia 
Zadora — the  film  s  star — out 
of  the  trailer. 

Glen  or  Glenda  (1953) 

Operating  on  an  uttra-low 
budget,  Ed  Wood  often 
spliced  in  stock  footage — 
regardless  of  whether  it  lit  the 
story.  ‘I  think  there  are  buffalo 
stampedes  and  atomic  blasts 
in  the  dream  sequences  that 
don't  appear  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  anything  at  all," 
Wilson  recalls. 


Xanadu  (1980) 

The  movie  that  helped  inspire 
the  first  Razzies  holds  a  spe¬ 
cial  place  in  Wilson's  heart 
"because  it  is  so  incredibly 
dated.  By  the  time  it  came  out 
25  years  ago,  it  was  already 
dated  because  roller  disco 
was  dead — as  was  Olivia 
Newton- John’s  film  career.” 

Anaconda  (1997) 

It  ‘features  the  best  deliber¬ 
ately  bad  performance  I  have 
ever  seen ’’Wilson  says.  “Jon 
Voight  is  clearly  hamming  it 
up.  He  really  ought  to  have 

a  meat  company’s  name 
stamped!  on  his  head." 


Showgirls  (1 995) 

Holds  the  record,  with  13 
Razzie  nominations.  “The 
idea  that  someone  tried  to 
make  a  serious,  dramatic 
film  about  lap  dancers  in  Las 
Vegas  is ...  ridiculous"  carps 
Wilson.  “Even  it  someone 
like  Meryl  Streep  played 
Nomi,  it  still  would  have  been 
ridiculous.'’ 


in  Razzie  history,"  says  Lillienthal.  “It  shows  that  we  are  a 
part  of  pop  culture  now.  Last  year  the  Razzies  extended 
its  satirical  reach  when  it  named  President  George  W.  Bush 
as  Worst  Actor  for  his  work  in  Fahrenheit  9/1 1.  Wilson  says 
he  was  deluged  with  hundreds  of  angry  e-mails  from  the 
Religious  Right.  ("They  know  a  lot  more  dirty  words  than  they 
let  on,"  he  remembers.) 

Wilson  insists  that  the  Razzies  are  intended  as  an  af¬ 
fectionate  satire.  "I  like  to  say  we  re  a  banana  peel  on  the 
floor,  not  a  slap  in  the  face,"  he  says.  “In  a  perverse  sort  of 
way,,  I  love  a  lot  of  this  stuff."  The  roughly  700  dues-payers — 
mostly  comprising  film  critics,  movie  buffs,  and  people 
working  in  the  industry  (ironically,  often  in  PR) — share  his  atti¬ 
tude.  Suzanne  Stone,  a  Razzie  member  and  staff  writer  for 
Jeopardy’,  says  the  members  she  knows  are  all  making  a 
good  living  in  the  industry  and  simply  enjoy  “the  cleverness 
of  the  Razzies,  and  the  entertainment  value  of  criticizing 
these  big,  bad  movies  and  the  celebrities  that  star  in  them." 

At  the  25th  annual  Razzies,  the  atmosphere  was  like  a  lodge 
meeting.  The  audience  shouted  along  with  the  infamous  "no 
more  wire  hangers"  scene  from  Mommie  Dearest ,  and  with 
other  turkeys  contending  for  the  Worst  of  the  Last  25  Years 
award.  Ferris,  who  accepted  the  Worst  Screenplay  award 


for  Catwoman  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  26  other  writers, 
recalls,  ‘  Everyone  seemed  to  be  there  just  to  have  a  good 
time.'  He  now  keeps  the  award  on  his  mantel.  Although  Tom 
Green  called  the  awards  “definitely  mean-spirited,"  maybe 
he'd  be  comforted  by  Travers'  words  in  the  Razzie  Movie 
Guide:  "Wilson  only  kills  the  things  he  loves.”

While  he  loves  his  Razzies,  Wilson  says  his  involvement  has 
hurt  his  actual  career  as  a  movie  promo  writer  and  trailer 
maker— and  he’s  even  been  fired  on  a  couple  of  occasions. 
As  a  result,  he  says  that  while  he  doesn't  lie  about  his  identity 
in  his  professional  life,  he  doesn’t  advertise  it,  either.  And 
how  does  he  justify  cutting  trailers  for  bad  flicks  and  then 
deriding  them?  “I’m  the  Bruce  Wayne  of  bad  movies." 

Despite  the  recognition  from  Berry  and  Green,  the  Razzies 
will  never  be  televised.  Celebrities  won't  attend,  studios  won't 
license  clips,  and  no  network  would  want  to  offend  its  parent 
corporation.  At  the  conclusion  of  last  year's  ceremony,  Wilson 
vowed  to  be  back  next  year,  “and  the  year  after  that,  and  the 
year  after,  and  the  year  after  that,  until  Hollywood  either  runs 
out  of  bad  ideas,  stops  making  bad  movies,  or  figures  out  a 
way  to  actually  make  hell  freeze  over. "cm— a

Available  on  the  top-of- 
the-line  2006  Gold  Wing  GL1800 
motorcycle,  the  system  has  been 
more  than  15  years  in  the  making, 
following  an  extraordinary  amount 
of  research  and  development.

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A  500-horsepower  V-TO  engine,  seven-speed  auto¬ 
manual  transmission,  and  279  possible  driving  programs 
make  the  BMW  M5  a  most  entertaining  rocket. 


This  four-door  sedan  just  might  be  the 
most  computer-intensive  performance  car 
ever  built,  and  it's  certainly  the  quickest 
and  fastest  in  BMW's  history,  The 
amazing  model  is  the  latest  offering  from 
M,  the  BMW  motorsports  subsidiary  that 
builds  only  racing  and  high-performance 
automobiles. 

At  the  heart  of  the  M5  is  a  new  five-liter 
V-10  engine  making  500  horsepower 
and  383  foot-pounds  of  torque,.  This  is 
a  huge  advance  over  the  previous  M5s 
V-8,  with  106  more  horsepower  and  17 
additional  foot-pounds  of  torque.  The 
V-10  is  a  screamer,  rated  to  run  as  high 
as  8,250  rpm,  and  uses  an  ultra-high 
12-to-1  compression  ratio  to  build  power. 


This  big,  bad  Beemer  will  run  from  zero 
to  60  mph  in  a  mere  4.5  seconds,  and 
close  to  200  mph  flat  out  with  the  limiter

The  V-10  engine  uses  ten  individual 
throttles  on  top,  like  a  racing  engine, 
but  unlike  most  other  street  engines 
controlled  by  an  electronic  drive-by-wire 
system  and  a  set  of  electromechanical 
motors.

The  SMG  uses  an  illuminated  short-stick  shifter 
for  its  1 1  different  shifting  programs,  There  are 
two  shift  modes:  'sequential"  for  performance 
driving,  and  “drive"  for  those  times  when  you’re 
crawling  through  traffic  or  high -gearing  it  along  the 
interstate,  The  sequential  mode  has  six  programs, 
and  the  drive  mode  features  five.  The  sportier  the 
program,  the  quicker  the  shift  speeds  in  either 
mode. 

The  M5  also  comes  with  a  variable  differential 
lock  to  split  torque  between  the  rear  tires,  plus 
electronic  traction  control  and  yaw  control, 
that  combine  to  keep  the  car  under  control, 
even  during  spirited  driving  and  lousy  weather. 
Electronic  Damping  Control.  BMW’s  electronic 
suspension,  comes  with  three  modes — normal, 
comfort,  and  sport.

P500, 
the  performance  mode,  provides  the  full  500 
horsepower  and  quicker  throttle  response.  P500 
Sport  allows  full  engine  power  with  even  quicker 
throttle  response.  The  power  button  on  the  console, 
next  to  the  shifter,  lets  you  choose  the  settings. 
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When  you  multiply  these  drive  modes  by  all 
the  other  variations  in  transmission,  traction 
control,  yaw  control,  suspension,  and  steering 
assist,  you  get  279  programs.  These  are 
instantly  recalled  with  a  push  of  the  m  button  on 
the  steering  wheel. 

When  you  spend  this  kind  of  money  on  a  car, 
you  want  the  world  to  know  it.

Three  seat  programs  are 
selectable  from  the  MDrive  menu.  The  upper  side 
bolsters  are  power-adjustable  to  calibrate  backrest 
width  and  support  according  to  the  occupant’s 
preferences. 

The  M5  accelerates  so  effortlessly,  brakes 
so  powerfully,  and  turns  so  accurately  at 
high  road  speeds  that  it  will  make  you  feel 
invincible  after  about  three  corners.  On  the  back 
roads  of  suburban  New  York  and  the  farm 
roads  of  northwestern  Connecticut,  it  cruised 
easily  at  145  mph  with  three  persons  and  luggage 
aboard,  staying  solid,  stable,  and  planted  no 
matter  the  conditions.  The  exhaust  note  is  a 
healthy  one,  muted  by  the  luxurious  interior 
appointments  and  the  output  from  that  amazing 
13-speaker  sound  system.  This  is  a  complete 
BMW  luxury  sedan  that  just  happens  to  be  a 
sports  car,  too.

Go  to  the  Pros 

When  starting  out,  remember  this 
rule  of  thumb:  Don't  be  cheap.  At  a 
minimum,  depending  on  whether  you 
opt  for  a  freshwater  or  saltwater  tank, 
be  prepared  to  spend  anywhere  from 
$500  to  $3,000  on  a  decent  setup. 

Big  chains  may  carry  less  expensive 
products,  but  Ma  and  Pa  at  your 
local  pet  shop  are  trained  to  answer 
all  your  fish  queries.  Any  aquatic 
authority  should  spend  about  an  hour 
teaching  you  the  ABC’s  of  setting  up 
an  aquarium. 

Fresh  or  Salt? 

If  you're  a  fish  newbie,  you  may  want 
to  start  with  a  freshwater  tank.  Why? 
The  fish  and  supplies  are  cheap,  and 
you  can  fill  your  tank  with  a  whopping 


But  if  you’re  feeling  adventurous, 
saltwater  tanks  aren’t  that  much 
harder  to  maintain,  although 
they  can  be  more  expensive  and 
require  a  bit  more  knowledge.  The 
only  caveat:  You  can’t  house  that 
many  fish  in  one  tank  due  to  the 
density  of  the  saltwater,  which  results 
in  less  oxygen  for  the  fish.  (Think 
three  inches  of  fish  per  square  foot.) 

Weather  Conditions 

Maintain  a  stable  temperature 
between  76  and  80  degrees. 

"Fish  are  cold-blooded,  so  their 
temperature  will  mimic  the  water's. 
Get  a  heater  and  thermometer  for 
your  tank,"  says  David  Hauser, 
president  of  AquariumPros.com,  an

online  aquarium  supply  store.  Don't  place  the  tank  in 
direct  sunlight,  near  a  heater,  or  an  air-conditioning 
vent— you'll  be  overrun  by  algae  before  you  know  it. 


surface  area,  which  means  your  fish  get  less  oxygen 
says  Hauser.  “Ideally,  opt  for  a  55-gallon  rectangular 
tank  for  salt-  and  freshwater.  Plus,  the  larger  the 
volume  of  water,  the  harder  it  is  to  pollute." 

Master  Your  Domain 

While  glass  doesn't  scratch  easily  and  is  cheaper, 
acrylic  is  the  best  material  for  your  fish  colony.  It's 
lighter  and  allows  a  clearer  view  of  your  fish.  Acrylic 
tanks  also  leak  less  because  there  are  no  seams,  like 
with  glass. 

Befriend  Bacteria 

Unlike  the  funky  green  stuff  growing  out  of  your  week- 
old  Chinese  food,  some  bacteria  are  good.  Why? 
Those  pesky  little  microbes  keep  your  fish  alive, 
since  they  metabolize  fish  poop.  "The  ammonia  in 
their  waste  is  toxic  to  fish.  So  whether  you  have  a 
freshwater  or  saltwater  tank,  buy  a  biological  filter  to 
break  down  the  ammonia  to  products  the  fish  can 
manage."  in  addition,  oil  can  collect  on  the  surface 
of  saltwater,  which  deprives  your  tank  of  oxygen.  Just 
get  rid  of  it  with  a  protein  skimmer. 


Supersize  It 

Back  when  you  were  in  middle  school,  keeping  a 
goldfish  that  you'd  probably  kill  anyway  in  a  little 
octagon  bowl  was  good  enough.  But  surprisingly, 
it’s  harder  to  maintain  a  small  tank  than  a  larger  one 
“Octagon  tanks  may  look  cool  but  they  have  less 


Water  Works 

For  freshwater  tanks,  fill  the  tank  with  plain  tap  water 
and  add  a  basic  water  conditioner,  like  Aquarium 
Pharmaceuticals  Stress  Coat  or  Kordon  Nov  Aqua. 
Then  leave  the  tank  alone  for  about  two  weeks,  while 
keeping  the  filter  and  heater  on.  This  gets  the  good

bacteria  forming  before  you  add  your  fish.  Air  bubbles 
may  form  due  to  undissolved  air,  bul  just  wait  for  them 
to  dissipate.  Then  feel  around  the  inside  of  the  tank. 

“If  the  sides  are  slimy,  bacteria  is  forming  and  your 
tank  is  ready  for  fish,"  says  Hauser.  Oh,  and  keep  an 
eye  on  your  pH  levels  during  the  f  irst  month.  Saltwater 
tanks  have  kits  that  let  you  test  for  stable  conditions 
and  monitor  the  growth  of  bacteria.  Most  pet  stores 
offer  this  as  a  free  service  to  customers  if  you  bring 
them  a  water  sample. 

Pimp  Your  Crib 

Once  you  throw  down  the  standard  gravel  and  rocks, 
pick  out  the  fun  stuff,  such  as  treasure  chests  and 
tittle  scuba  divers.  "People  often  shy  away  from 
decorating  their  tank  because  they  fear  their  fish  will 
get  scared  and  hide  from  sight, "  says  Hauser.  How¬ 
ever,  it's  these  very  hiding  places  that  fish  need  to  feel 
comfy.  They  don’t  like  to  be  exposed  all  the  lime,  so  if 
you  give  them  a  few  places  to  duck  behind,  they’ll  live 
more  happily.  (You try  living  in  a  glass  bowl.)  Finally, 
only  use  decorations  designed  for  aquariums.  Don’t 
use  rocks  from  your  yard,  even  if  you  boil  them.  Many 
“found"  rocks  contain  chemicals  and  metals  that  can 
be  toxic  to  fish. 

Go  Fishing 

Now  for  the  fun  part:  picking  your  fish.  Start  with  hardy 
fish  that  can  tolerate  the  inevitable  ammonia  build-up. 
Damsels,  clownfish,  and  basslets  flourish  in  saltwater, 
while  swordtails,  barbs,  and  gouramis  usually  inhabit 
freshwater. 

Feeding  Time 

Don’t  just  throw  food  in  the  tank  and  walk  away.  Put  in 
a  pinch  of  food,  let  your  fish  eat  it,  then  add  another 
pinch.  “Only  give  them  as  much  as  they  can  consume 
in  three  to  f  ive  minutes,"  says  Hauser.  If  they  play 
with  their  food,  spit  it  out,  or  chase  it  around  the  tank, 


they're  healthy  and  full.”  But  beware  of  overfeeding 
the  little  guys— most  pollution  in  tanks  comes  from 
excess  food.  What  seems  like  a  few  grains  to  you  is  a 
feast  for  him. 

Housekeeping 

Clean  your  aquarium  every  tour  weeks  or  so.  Don't 
empty  the  tank— just  buy  a  gravel  vacuum  to  siphon 
out  25  percent  of  the  water  and  vacuum  the  substrate. 
Refill  the  tank  with  fresh  water  that  is  the  same  temp¬ 
erature  as  the  water  in  the  tank.  Then  add  water 
conditioner.  You  should  also  wipe  off  the  algae  from 
the  inside  of  the  tank  about  once  a  week. 

If  you're  too  lazy  to  do  all  this  upkeep,  such  com¬ 
panies  as  the  Aquarium  Professionals  Group, 

Hauser's  Chicago- based  service,  will  set  up  and 
maintain  your  aquarium.  They  do  the  same  (or  many

"So  isthis  a  cartoon?  Winona  Ryder  is,  like,  X-Girl  or  what?"  Months 
before  the  release  of  A  Scanner  Darkly,  chatlines  were  buzzing 
about  the  trailer,  which  looks  like  anime  fused  with  hyperrealistic, 

high-definition  filmmaking — or  like  the  covers  of  certain  issues  of 
the  Uncanny  X-Men  comic  series,  depending  on  who  you  ask. 
Some  people  were  saying  that  Bob  Sabiston's  animation  looked 
wrong:  "cheap,  indie,  and  unprofessional."  Others  considered  it 
breathtaking  and  its  writer-director  Richard  Linklater  (The  School 
of  Rock)  a  genius.  However,  they  predicted  that  Linklater's  “cool, 
technologically  generated  aesthetic"  wouldn't  have  a  chance  at  the 
multiplex.  One  person  wondered  if  there  really  was  a  Substance 
0  and  where  he  could  get  it.  (The  Keanu  Reeves  character  is  a 
dealer  of  the  highly  addictive  Substance  D,  which  gradually  splits 
the  brain  into  two  warring  hemispheres.  He  is  also  apparently 
narcing  on  himself ...  but  then,  you  probably  already  know  this.} 
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The  film's  setting  is  a  (sort  of)  futuristic 
Orange  County,  California,  “seven  years 
from  now,"  and  that’s  a  clue.  A  rule  of 
thumb:  If  the  movie  you're  watching  is 
set  in  the  future — a  surreal,  paranoiac, 
and  disturbing  future — but  not  too  far  in 


spell  the  difference  between  a  good  year 
and  a  bad  one.  He  wrote  prolifically  and 
was  a  Hugo  Award  winner,  but  his  words 
tended  to  appear  behind  covers  crawling 
with  spaceships  or  peeled  eyeballs.  His 
basic  canvas  was,  he  explained,  “the  ir-

the  most  ambitious  of  all. 

Anyone  halfway  familiar  with  Dick's 
material  will  spot  familiar  themes  and  ob¬ 
sessions  in  other  films.  The  Truman  Show 


controlled  by  giant,  secretive  corporations  and  personality-altering  drugs.  What  happens, 


the  future,  it’s  a  good  bet  it  came  from  the 
brain  of  the  late  Philip  K.  Dick.  It  was,  and 
is,  a  brain  worth  knowing. 

Dick's  Hollywood  career  began  in  1982. 
Unfortunately,  it  was  also  the  year  he  died. 
That  was  when  the  stylishly  noir  Blade 
Runner,  directed  by  Ridley  Scott  and  star¬ 
ring  Harrison  Ford  as  a  bounty  hunter  of 
androids  ( “replicants’1  in  the  film),  came 
out.  At  first,  only  faithful  Dick  fans  knew  or 
cared  that  it  was  an  adaptation  of  his  1968 
novel,  Do  Androids  Dream  of  Electric 
Sheep?,  which  Dick  sold  to  a  little-known 
actor  for  $2,500  in  1977.  A  financially 
challenged  science-fiction  writer  with 
a  host  of  personal  problems,  Dick  saw 
some  footage  and  approved  it  before 
suffering  a  fatal  stroke.  He  was  only  53. 

The  closest  Dick  got  to  the  mainstream 
in  his  lifetime  was  Omni,  a  magazine  I 
once  edited.  Omni  published  his  story 
“Rautavaara’s  Case"  in  October  1980. 
At  that  time,  his  advances  were  small 
enough  that  a  few  thousand  dollars  could 


rational  and  mysterious  nature  of  reality.” 
He  wrote  stories  that  revolved  around  a 
few  basic  themes:  What  is  real?  What  is 
a  human  being?  How  do  I  know  whether 
what  I  experience  is  real  or  a  hallucination? 
Dick  kept  returning,  almost  obsessively, 
to  the  android — a  man-made  pseudo¬ 
human,  particularly  one  who  believes  she 
or  he  is  human.  This,  he  always  insisted, 
was  his  one  truly  original  idea. 

Although  not  a  box-office  smash.  Blade 
Runner  became  a  cult  favorite  on  video, 
and  in  1990  Dick's  short  story  "We  Can 
Remember  It  for  You  Wholesale '  mutated 
into  Total  Recall,  in  which  the  present 
governor  of  California  plays  a  man  whose 
real  memories  are  replaced  with  fake 
ones.  At  this  point,  Hollywood  began  vy¬ 
ing  for  Dick's  ingenious  and  existentially 
tortured  plots.  Screamers,  Imposter,  Mi¬ 
nority  Report,  and  Paycheck  were  adap¬ 
tations  of  his  stories  or  novels.  A  Scanner 
Darkly,  in  which  Keanu  Reeves,  Robert 
Downey  Jr.,  Woody  Harrelson,  and 


(1998)  bears  an  uncanny  resemblance  to 
Time  Out  of  Joint  ( 1959),  in  which  a  sweet, 
old-fashioned  town  turns  out  to  be  fake.  In 
a  1977  speech,  Dick  mused  that  perhaps 
the  world  was  only  an  information  grid, 
with  multiple  realities  overlapping  the 
"matrix  world”  we  experience.  Shades  of 
The  Matrix!?  Other  Hollywood  films  that 
(to  put  it  charitably)  contain  apparent 
homages  to  Dick's  preoccupations  with 
memory  erasure  and  implants,  counterfeit 
worlds,  and  the  ambiguous  nature  of 
reality  include  Eternal  Sunshine  of  the 
Spotless  Mind,  Memento,  Ihe  Thirteenth 
Floor,  and  Vanilla  Sky. 

Not  counting  A  Scanner  Darkly,  Dick's 
estate  has  netted  $10  million  from  his 
movies  alone.  His  books  have  taken  off, 
too.  Do  Androids  Dream  of  Electric  Sheep? 
has  now  sold  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
copies  in  25  languages,  according  to 
Dick's  literary  agent,  Russell  Galen.  Dick's 
ther  novels  have  been  periodically  re- 
released  by  Vintage  Books.  Dick  craved 
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mainstream  acceptance,  but  could  only 
attract  pulp  editors.  Today,  he  is  published 
by  the  premier  trade  paperback  publisher 
in  the  world, 

The  upshot  is  that  it's  now  nearly  im¬ 
possible  to  go  to  the  movies  without  being 
inundated  with  imagery  influenced  by  the 
paranoid,  amphetamine-gobbling,  phobic 
sci-fi  writer.  (FYI,  the  house  full  of  drug- 
addled  roommates  in  A  Scanner  Darkly 
was  modeled  on  Dick’s  actual  crash  pad 
in  Marin  County,  California.)  This  does  not 
explain  how  the  man,  who  died  before 
many  of  his  current  fans  were  born,  un¬ 


realities  ...  manufactured  by  the  media, 
by  governments,  by  big  corporations,  by 
religious  groups,  and  by  political  groups/' 
The  dark,  neon-haunted  dystopias  of 
Minority  Report,  Paycheck ,  and  Blade 
Runner  do  a  superb  job  of  conveying 
the  oppressive,  omnipresent  advertising 
in  Dick's  world,  People  are  called  to  by 
ads  on  the  street  that  seem  to  know  their 
secret  cravings.  A  character  in  Stigmata 
works  as  a  “Pre-Fash/’  spotting  trends  to 
incorporate  into  the  Perky  Pat  Layouts.  In 
our  real  world,  trend  consultants  wander 
among  us  as  modern  "precognitives, ' 


said,  "his  face  would  disappear...,  This 
was  not  my  father  any  longer.  This  was 
not  a  human  being  at  all."  Was  Edgar  the 
prototype  for  all  the  androids  and  could- 
be  androids  in  Dick’s  fiction? 

Edgar  was  also  a  germ  phobe.  On  his 
orders,  the  first  year  of  Phils  life  was  spent 
in  his  crib,  as  a  sort  of  Skinner  Box  baby, 
and  no  one  was  allowed  to  cuddle  or  kiss 
him.  After  his  parents  divorced,  Phil  grew 
up  in  Berkeley  with  his  mother,  who  was 
even  more  distant,  In  many  respects,  she 
was  well-suited  for  her  brilliant,  bookish 
son.  But  he  resented  her  for  being  unde-

cannily  described  our  current  reality,  Not 
only  screen  reality,  but  actual  reality  (if 
there  is  such  a  thing,  which  in  Dickworld 
is  always  an  open-ended  question). 

The  first  thing  you  notice  about  Dicks 
fictional  world  is  the  pervasive  paranoia 
about  government,  technology,  and  to¬ 
talitarian  invasions  of  privacy.  (Not  that 
this  sort  of  thing  could  ever  happen 
today,  at  least  not  here,)  Dick’s  heroes 


and  sleuth  marketing  and  viral  advertising 
have  become  eerily  sophisticated. 

Maybe  one  reason  for  Dick's  continuing 
appeal  is  that  the  global  mass  culture  has 
made  us  all  into  androids.  How  can  I  tell  if 
my  feelings  are  really  mine,  or  implanted 
in  me  by  a  car  commercial? 


To  find  the  source  of  Dick's  worldview,  it's 
necessary  to  go  back  to  his  premature 


monstrative  and,  above  all,  for  failing  to 
nurture  Jane. 

From  childhood  on,  Dick  suffered  from 
agoraphobia,  asthma,  eczema,  panic 
attacks,  tachycardia,  and  an  inability  to 
eat  or  swallow  in  public.  In  his  bedroom, 
he  found  solace  in  such  sci-fi  rags  as 
Astounding  Magazine  and  Startling 
Stories— the  same  magazines  that  would 
publish  his  work  years  later.  His  psyche

tend  to  be  ordinary  Joes  who  never 
know  if  "reality"  is  an  illusion  created  by 
drugs,  a  shrewd  marketing  campaign,  or 
electronic  transmissions  by  a  megalith ic 
government.  The  world  is  generally  con¬ 
trolled  by  giant,  secretive  corporations, 
rampant  commercialism,  and  personality- 
altering  drugs.  What  happens,  Dick  kept 
asking,  when  the  state  or  a  corporation 
possesses  too  much  information  on  us? 

Although  he  died  a  decade  before  there 
was  an  Internet  as  such,  it's  as  if  Phil  Dick 
somehow  knew  "they"  would  know  our 
ZIP  codes,  credit  history,  the  last  book  we 
ordered  from  Amazon.com,  how  much 
equity  is  in  the  house,  which  Webcam 
pictures  we  like,  whether  we  order  Viagra 
or  suffer  from  irritable  bowel  syndrome, 
and  what  our  sexual  obsessions  are.  Dick 
might  have  foreseen  how  our  comings  and 
goings  would  be  monitored  ceaselessly 
by  security  cameras  mounted  on  ATMs 
and  at  highway  intersections,  He  also 
worried  a  great  deal  about  the  "spurious 


birth.  He  and  his  twin  sister,  Jane,  were 
born  on  December  16,  1928.  His  mother, 
Dorothy,  didn't  have  enough  breast  milk 
for  both  of  them,  and  an  incompetent 
doctor  failed  to  prescribe  the  correct 
bottle  formula,  Jane  died  of  starvation 
at  five  weeks  old.  Phil  got  to  the  hospital 
just  in  time,  but  his  guilt  and  sense  of 
overwhelming  loss  would  last  his  entire 
life.  "Somehow,  I  got  all  the  milk,1’  he 
would  say, 

He  was  doomed  to  yearn  eternally  for 
the  dead  sister  who  lived  on  in  his  psyche 
as  "Jane-in-me,"  a  secret  anima  and 
vestigial  presence.  There  are  traces  of 
her  in  many  places,  including  the  weird, 
fetal-looking  precogs  of  Minority  Report, 
floating  in  their  little  amniotic  pools.  Phil's 
father,  Edgar,  a  government  employee 
and  frequent  voice  on  the  1940s  local 
radio  program  “This  Is  Your  Government," 
terrified  his  young  son  by  donning  his 
World  War !  gas  mask  and  telling  stories 
of  the  trenches.  When  he  did  this,  Dick 


seemed  to  call  for  an  army  of  shrinks, 
and  by  his  early  teens,  Phil  had  made 
the  rounds  of  several  Freudians  and' 
Jungians.  This  experience  provided  him 
with  a  precocious  p  rof  ic  iency  i  n  d  iag  n  ost i  c 
terms,  psycho-speak,  and  Rorschach 
blots,  which  would  come  in  handy  later, 

Assailed  by  "vast  epistemological 
doubts,"  Dick  dropped  out  of  the  University 
of  California  at  Berkeley  at  19,  He  worked 
briefly  in  a  Berkeley  radio  store  (his  only 
salaried  job)  before  plunging  into  writing 
full  lime.  His  fiction  was  always  intensely 
personal,  virtually  a  readout  of  what  was 
going  on  in  his  life, 

An  omnivorous  and  highbrow  biblio¬ 
phile,  Dick  had  read  everything  from 
Emile  Zola,  Guy  de  Maupassant,  William 
S.  Burroughs,  and  James  Joyce  to  the 
Dead  Sea  Scrolls,  the  Bhagavad-Gita, 
and  the  pre-Socratic  philosophers.  He 
never  intended  to  end  up  in  the  trailer  park 
of  literature,  His  attempts  at  mainstream 
fiction  failed,  however,  while  his  science- 
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fiction  stories  took  off.  Even  so,  he  had  a 
lower- middle-class  life  at  best,  subsisting 
at  times  on  dog  food,  and  he  was  never 
free  from  money  anxieties.  During 
lifetime,  Dick  had  no  best-sellers,  no  movies 
(until  Blade  Runner),  and  very  modest 
sales.  Foreign  sales  were  his  bread  and 
butter,  with  Asia  and  Europe  being  quicker 
to  recognize  him  as  a  major  writer. 

During  the  1960s,  Dick  pumped  out  an 
average  of  60  pages  a  day,  once  writing  a 
140,000-word  novel  in  48  hours.  Paranoid, 
profound,  funny,  and  densely  plotted 
prose  flowed  out  of  his  amphetamine- 
fueled  brain:  tales  of  androids,  humans 
implanted  with  fabricated  memories, 
man-machine  composites,  manipulated 
realities,  and  imposters.  Ultimately,  he 
produced  36  novels  and  more  than  100 
short  stories — ample  material  to  feed 
Hollywood  studios  for  years  to  come. 

If  it  was  not  great  literature,  recondite 
humor  hooked  his  Mensa- qualified  read- 


as  soon  as  you  say  the  words,  “Good 
Lord.  I  am  an  android."  That  is  the  plight 
of  the  hero  in  "Imposter,"  and  Dick  makes 
us  feel  his  pain. 

Being  who  Dick  was,  the  state  of  frenzy 
and  hysteria  may  have  seemed  like  normal 
background  noise.  Though  agoraphobic 
and  given  to  introspection,  Dick  was 
also  gregarious.  He  had  five  wives, 
three  children,  numerous  pets,  countless 
friends,  and  a  series  of  intense  loves.  His 
early  f  irst  marriage  only  lasted  six  months. 

happy  second  marriage 


His 

blew  up  when  Phil  jumped  into  bed  with 
his  neighbor,  an  affair  that  inspired  his 
non-science-fiction  book  Confessions  of  a 


Crap  Artist.  Like  John  Anderton  in  Minority 
Report ,  who  suspects  his  wife  of  treachery, 
Dick  grew  increasingly  paranoid  that  his 
wife  had  murdered  her  first  husband  and 


would  do  the  same  to  him.  The  marriage 
didn't  last.  He  kept  writing  about  the  same 
type  of  woman  over  and  over  again: 


this  did  not  bring  him  a  scintilla  of  Buddhist 
serenity.  All  his  life,  Dick  philosophized  as 
if  his  hair  were  on  fire,  as  if  his  existential 
doubts  were  running  after  him  armed  with 
Uzis. 

"It  was  always  my  hope,”  he  wrote,  “in 
writing  novels  and  stories  that  asked  the 
question  ‘What  is  reality?'  to  someday  get 
an  answer.  That  was  the  hope  of  my  read¬ 
ers,  too.1'  If  he  never  answered  that  question 
to  his  satisfaction,  he  put  his  finger  on  what 
was  unreal:  the  universes  manufactured 
by  governments,  businesses,  and  other 
groups.  He,  of  course,  was  in  the  same 
business.  "It  is  my  job  to  create  universes," 
he  wrote,  “and  1  have  to  build  them  in 
such  a  way  that  they  do  not  fall  apart.... 
Or  at  least,  that  is  what  my  editors  hope. 
However,  I  will  reveal  a  secret  to  you:  I  like 
to  build  universes  that  do  fall  apart.  I  like  to 
see  them  come  unglued." 

For  those  who  share  Dick's  pleasure  in 
watching  unglued  universes,  the  action

ers.  Dick  is  extremely  funny  when  you  get 
the  joke.  There  are  some  spaceships  and 
Martian  colonies  in  his  work,  but  he  was 
fairly  bored  with  the  hardware.  Unlike  most 
science-fiction  tales,  which  are  technically 
difficult  to  film,  Dick’s  near-future  worlds 
are  much  like  our  own— only  with  a  twist. 
His  current  popularity  in  Hollywood  owes 
much  to  this  "unique  ability  to  take  really 
disturbing  questions  and  pop  them  into 
containers  that  are  filmable,"  says  Galen. 
“High  concepts  are  hard  to  come  by,  and 
most  are  shallow.  Dick  came  up  with  high 
concepts  that  are  also  profound." 

Most  important  is  what’s  going  on 
inside  a  persons  head.  Say  you  are 
arrested  by  FBI  agents  who  inform  you 
that  you're  actually  an  android  sent  to 
blow  up  the  Earth.  You  insist  (and  believe) 
you're  human — of  course  you  are! — until 
the  truth  is  revealed:  You  are  a  robot  and 
carry  a  bomb  inside  you  that  will  detonate 


He  could  adore  a  YDHG  to  the  point  of 
mania.  When  one  YDHG,  whom  he  had 
known  only  a  few  days,  said  she  was 
dating  someone  else,  Dick  “went  into  a 
physical  withdrawal,  shoulders  up,  head 
down  in  crotch,  knees  up,  didn't  speak," 
she  recalled.  Later,  he  grabbed  the  wheel 
of  her  car  and  swerved  it  into  the  other 
lane.  When  the  collision  failed  to  happen, 
he  punched  her  in  the  face. 

This  isn't  the  kind  of  guy  you  would  want 
in  your  carpool,  but  his  friends  adored 
him.  His  talk  was  brilliant,  his  affections 
intense,  and  his  humor  and  "what  ifs” 
mesmerizing.  The  contents  of  that  mind 
are  now  worth  more  than  $10  million. 

The  whole  world.  Dick  thought,  could  be 
a  mirage.  The  Buddhist  concept  of  a  void 
underlying  the  phenomenal  world  struck 
him  as  about  right,  as  did  the  Gnostic  view 
that  our  world  is  a  mistake  made  by  an 
inferior,  bumbling  creator-god.  Somehow, 


a  hero  (Nicolas  Cage)  who  can  see  into 
the  near  future  and  alter  it.  That  sounds 
nice,  but  naturally  it  gets  tricky.  A  lot  of 
cinematically  difficult  time-shifting  occurs 
as  the  hero  ponders  whether  to  use  his 
gift  to  outsmart  a  secret  government  or¬ 
ganization  intent  on  his  capture,  to  win  the 
love  of  a  beautiful  woman,  or  to  prevent 
a  terrorist  attack.  A  half  dozen  additional 
Dick  tales  are  in  the  pipeline. 

This  is  the  final  irony:  Here  was  a 
marginal  man,  the  consummate  out¬ 
sider,  who  deeply  feared  the  power  of 
governments  and  corporations  to  engineer 
spurious  realities  and  force  people  to 
live  in  them.  Now,  his  mind  has  been 
borrowed  to  concoct  very  compelling 
Hollywood  pseudo- worlds  on  a  giant, 
mind-altering  screen.  Since  in  movie-land 
one  successful  idea  engenders  several 
others  like  it,  we  are  living,  a  good  part  of 
the  time,  in  Dickworld.cn— H

The  biggest  change 
involves  physical  fit¬ 
ness.  For  years,  Navy 
personnel  have  been 
required  to  pass  an 
annual  physical.  Until 
recently,  however,  the 
Navy  has  not  made 
a  big  deal  about  the 
exam,  since  it  needed 
every  sailor  it  could 
retain.  Sailors,  es¬ 
pecially  those  with 
critically  needed  skills, 
considered  fitness  a 
low  priority.  A  lot  of 
Navy  high-tech  jobs  are 
sedentary.  That  fact, 
plus  the  service’s  chow, 


the  best  in  the  military, 
produced  overweight 
servicemen.  Senior 
Navy  commanders 
began  to  complain  that 
too  many  of  their  sailors 
were  out  of  shape. 

The  Navy  is  now 
placing  greater  empha¬ 
sis  on  the  annual  physi¬ 
cal,  and  sailors  who 
don’t  shape  up  won’t 
get  promoted  and  may 
even  get  pressured  to 
quit  the  service.  The 
Navy  is  also  lighten¬ 
ing  up  its  retirement 
requirements  for  enlist¬ 
ees.  Until  now,  sailors 
with  20  years  of  service 
could  retire  on  half-pay 
for  the  rest  of  their  lives 
if  they  had  attained  the 
pay  rank  of  E-5  {equal 
to  an  Army  three-stripe 
sergeant).  But  under 
the  new  guidelines,  sail¬ 
ors  must  reach  the  E-6 
rank  by  their  14th  year 
of  service.  As  a  practi¬ 
cal  matter,  that  means 
an  eventual  reduction  in 
the  ranks,  since  sailors 
who  fail  to  reach  the 
E-6  rank  in  the  required 
time  frame  are  likely  to 
retire  before  20  years 
of  service  if  they  won’t 


insurgents  come  from, 
how  many  of  them  there 
are,  how  they  recruit 
fighters,  and  how  their 
command  and  control 
structure  works. 

In  the  Army’s  analy¬ 
sis,  the  problem  cen¬ 
ters  on  a  critical  lack  of 
intelligence  specialists 
and  linguists  who  can 
find  out  what  the  in¬ 
surgents  are  planning, 
pinpoint  their  hideouts, 
and  effectively  interro¬ 
gate  prisoners  without 
the  use  of  torture.  Se¬ 
nior  Army  intelligence 
officers  conclude  that 
the  core  reason  for  the 
abuses  at  Abu  Ghraib 
and  other  such  prisons 
is  a  lack  of  trained  Ara¬ 
bic-speaking  interroga¬ 
tors  who  can  get  inside 
the  heads  of  prisoners 
and  wean  them  away 
from  insurgency.  With¬ 
out  them,  U.S.  intelli¬ 
gence  personnel,  under 
intense  pressure  to  get 
results,  resort  to  torture. 

True,  Army  intel¬ 
ligence  has  a  small 
force  of  trained  linguists 
who  understand  the 
differences  between 
Sunni  and  Shia  dialects.

But  there  aren't  nearly 
enough  of  them,  and 
what  few  there  are  tend 
to  leave  when  their 
enlistments  are  up.  To 
keep  these  valuable 
assets  in  uniform— and 
attract  new  ones-— the 
Army  has  begun  a  radi¬ 
cal  new  program  whose 
centerpiece  is  the  clas¬ 
sic  American  solution 
to  intractable  problems: 
money.  If  you've  got 
linguistic  ability  or  other 
valuable  intelligence 
skills,  the  Army  will  pay 
you  an  extra  $400  a 
month,  which  is  a  lot  of 
money  in  military  pay 
terms.  But  you'll  have  to 
earn  that  extra  cash  by 
serving  up  to  36  months 
in  what  the  Army  calls 
"hardship  posts," 
primarily  meaning  Iraq 
and  Afghanistan. 

The  program  marks 
the  first  time  the  Army 
is  paying  bonuses  for 
specific  jobs.  Tradition¬ 
ally,  the  military  has 
avoided  such  bonuses 
because  they  tend 
to  create  resentment 
among  soldiers.  A 
sniper,  for  example, 
doesn’t  get  a  monthly 
bonus  just  because 
he  can  take  someone 
out  at  500  yards— a 
skill  very  few  soldiers 
possess.  But  in  tough 
times,  tradition  tends  to 
get  pushed  aside  in  the 
name  of  necessity. 

So  far,  Army  officials 
say,  the  bonus  pro¬ 
gram  isn’t  causing  any 
resentment  in  the  ranks. 
Apparently,  soldiers 
have  concluded  that 
anybody  crazy  enough 
to  serve  for  months  on 
end  in  such  danger¬ 
ous  places  as  Iraq  and 
Afghanistan  certainly 
deserves  extra  pay.CH— a

Yet  there  always  seem  to 
be  a  few  old  geezers  hanging 
around  the  office  collecting 
paychecks.

Chances  are  that  at  some 
poi  nt  in  h  is  career,  the  high- 
powered  executive  interviewing 
you  for  your  next  position  was 
once  told  he  was  a  worthless 
piece  of  shit,  too.  It  happens 
to  all  of  us,  and  may  say  more 
about  your  previous  lunatic  of  a 
boss  than  it  does  about  you. 

As  one  enlightened  com¬ 
pany  president  explained, 
"[Getting  fired]  doesn't  mean 
that  somebody  who  hasn't  fit  in 
with  one  organization  won't  fit 
in  with  another,  "of-h

don’t  become  complacent, 
even  if  you've  suivived  the 
first  round  of  layoffs.  Chances 
are  there  will  be  a  second  and 
even  a  third  round.  "Nobody 
is  indispensable,’  explains  Dr. 
Mark  Goulston,  author  of  Get 
Out  of  Your  Own  Way  at  Work 
. . .  and  Help  Others  Do  the 
Same  (Penguin  Group  USA). 
"Don't  kid  yourself  into  thinking 
you  can't  be  replaced." 

Goulslon  suggests  prac¬ 
ticing  what  he  calls  managing 
up.  At  the  same  time  that 
your  boss  is  managing  you, 
you  should  be  managing 
him.  Don't  be  afraid  to  ask 
him,  point-blank,  what  pissed 
him  off  about  the  last  guy  he 
fired.  That  way,  you  can  avoid 
making  the  same  mistakes. 
"Ask,  'What  are  three  things 
I  should  never  do?  And  what 
are  three  things  I  should 
always  do?’ "  Goulston  says. 


If  your  ego  can  take  it,  you 
might  want  to  ask  trusted 
coworkers  (if  you  have  any  left) 
to  give  it  to  you  straight— ask, 
"What  am  I  doing  wrong?" 

If  you  fear  your  job  is  on  the 
chopping  block,  it's  important 
to  determine  whether  that's 
due  to  your  incompetence, 
personality  conflicts,  or  factors 
beyond  your  control,  such  as 
outsourcing.  That  awareness 
is  important  because,  even 
though  it  might  not  save  your 
current  position,  you’ll  tackle 
your  next  one  with  a  better 
sense  of  your  strengths  and 
weaknesses. 

And  one  more  word  of 
advice:  No  one  ever  got  the  ax 
for  sucking  up  to  the  boss.
